John Franks Buys 
Farm in Maryland

Louisiana oil firm owner John Franks will 
expand his breeding operations into Mary¬ 
land next year as the result of his purchase of 
a 268-acre farm in Chesapeake City in part¬ 
nership with Mrs. Richard C. duPont. 

The farm will be named Heatherten in 
honor of Mr. Franks' top race mare who has 
earned almost $1 million. Franks and his wife 
Alta have a two-thirds interest in the farm's 
partnership while Mrs. duPont owns the re¬ 
maining one-third. 

Located adjacent to the Windfields Farm 
Stallion Division, the property also touches 
Mrs. duPont's Woodstock Farm. Idle in re¬ 
cent years, the farm was formerly a dairy 
operation. Horses have never been raised on 
the property. 

"We hope to have Heatherten Farm opera¬ 
tional in time for next year's breeding sea¬ 
son," said Franks. "If all goes well, we'll be 
standing two or three stallions there." 

■% 

In addition to his new Maryland property, 
the Shreveport-based owner of Franks Pe¬ 
troleum Company maintains three farms (or 
training centers) in Louisiana and one in 
Florida. He owns over 1,000 horses. 

Louisianan John Franks, who recently 

purchased a Cecil county farm in partnership 
with Mrs. Richard C. duPont, has won two 

Eclipse awards as the nation's leading owner. 


"Allaire (Mrs. duPont) and I haven't de¬ 
cided on which stallions we'll stand at 
Heatherten," adds Franks. "But we both 
own plenty of horses, so getting stallions will 
be no problem. Right now I'm thinking of 
standing Top Avenger (Staunch Avenger— 
Atop by Dunce) there, but I'm not at all cer¬ 
tain." Top Avenger, who is still racing, has 
earned nearly $700,000 and is 7 years old. 
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Mrs. duPont shows Snowden Carter a residence 
on the Chesapeake City property which she and 
John Franks will operate as Heatherten Farm. 

Mrs. duPont is understandably ecstatic 
about Franks' decision to join her in the pur¬ 
chase of the property. "He bought it," she 
notes, "sight unseen. But when he did fi¬ 
nally manage to get here, he thoroughly ap¬ 
proved of what we had bought." 

It was, of course, Mrs. duPont who en¬ 
gineered the deal. "If we hadn't bought it," 
she adds, "I feel certain it would have been 
turned into a subdivision for residential 
housing. What a loss that would have been 
to our horse community! I am simply tickled 
to death that John has decided to come to 
Chesapeake City." 


Mr. Franks notes that the property in¬ 
cludes two excellent residences, one of 
which he will remodel for occupancy by his 
wife and himself. "We expect to spend some 
time in Maryland—especially during the 
winter months." When asked why he would 
choose wintertime instead of spring or fall, 
he laughed and said, "because my wife (to 
whom he has been married for 33 years) likes 
to see snow on the ground and we don't get 
much of that in Shreveport." 

Son of an oil rig foreman (who died when 
John was 16), Franks graduated from Louisi¬ 
ana State University in 1950 with a degree in 
geology. He had attended the university on a 
track and field scholarship. 

In 1957 he founded his petroleum firm 
which is primarily involved in exploration

for and production of crude oil. He and his 
wife have a daughter (Karen) and two grand¬ 
children. 

As late as 1979 Mr. Franks had a miniscule 
horse operation which included only two 
broodmares and one horse in training. But in 
1980 and 1981 he began a startling expan¬ 
sion—one which was to carry him to two 
Eclipse awards (1983 and 1984) as the na¬ 
tion's leading owner. 

In 1983 his horses won 183 races and 
earned $2.6 million. The following year his 
stable accounted for 172 wins and $3.1 mil¬ 
lion in purse money. No owner had earned 
as much in a single season as did Franks in 
1984. 

His three best horses (all racing in 1985) 
include Heatherten, Top Avenger and 
Dave's Friend. 

Dave's Friend, the greatest money-win¬ 
ning Maryland-bred of all time, was bred by 
Bob Beall and originally raced for that David¬ 
son ville (Md.) owner-trainer. But in 1981 
(when the gelding was 6 years old), Franks 
made an offer to Beall which the latter said he 
couldn't refuse. 

Up to that point in his career, Dave's 
Friend had earned a bit more than $600,000. 


In Franks' colors, the great sprinting gelding 
was to add another $400,000 to his bankroll. 

With earnings now of close to $1.1 million, 
Dave's Friend is the only sprinter ever to 
have bankrolled more than a million dollars. 

At their new farm Mr. Franks and Mrs. 
duPont intend to keep only the residences 
and sheds. The big cow bam (which was 
rendered useless years ago when its roof was 
severely damaged in a near hurricane) will 
be demolished. The farm's fences, however, 
appear to be in good shape. They will be 
creosoted, according to Mrs. duPont. 

"We've got to get a lot of concrete re¬ 
moved," adds Mrs. duPont, "and we'll need 
architectural planning for the new bams. It's 
a big project, but John says we can get it done 
in time for the 1986 breeding season. And 
you can tell by his record that he's used to 
getting big things accomplished quickly." □ 


Part of Bonita Sold 

J • William Boniface reports the sale of a 
portion of the Bel Air division of his Bonita 
Farm to Wall street investment lawyer Rob¬ 
ert Raggio. Mr. Raggio has acquired the 
training track and training barn plus 50 
acres. 
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Raggio's trainer, J. Noel Magee, said that 
the New Yorker owns 15 horses—five 2- 
year-olds, seven yearlings and three brood¬ 
mares. Magee has an additional 16 horses for 
four other owners, all of whom will be sta¬ 
bled at Raggio's new farm or at the race 
tracks. 

There are 36 stalls available on the Raggio 
property—28 in the training barn and eight 
in a nearby bank bam. 

Still on the market are two other portions 
of Boniface's Bel Air property which he is 
liquidating as the result of his purchase last 
year of a larger farm in Darlington. 

Boniface now has all of his horses in train¬ 
ing at the Darlington division of Bonita Farm 
and will move his stallions and broodmares 
there within the next few months. 

Magee, meanwhile, reports that the Rag¬ 
gio property will be improved. "We have 
plans for a house there in which my family 
and I will live," says Magee, "and we're also 
intending to build a seven-furlong turf 
course. 

"We'll keep the present dirt training track 
while making some improvements to it." □

Buy Farm and Mares

The newly-surfaced driveway cuts off 
Butler road opposite St. John's Church and 
winds between crisp new board fences 
which in turn enclose a band of recently ac¬ 
quired Thoroughbred broodmares with fris¬ 
ky new foals at their sides. 

The residents of the big old fieldstone 
dwelling are also new to the site. John and 
Jody Childs have moved from their Pot 
Spring/Timonium area home in the suburbs 
to the country, jumping into a totally un¬ 
familiar life with great enthusiasm. 

"I grew up in Owings Mills," explains 
John Childs, an engineer and an industrial 
and commercial developer, "and I enjoy 
working outside. The way things are now, 
my business doesn't really take all my time 
so I wanted a farm. We've been looking for a 
place like this for quite a while. Now we've 
found both the house and the location at the 
same time." 

"I was a city girl," adds Jody Childs in the 
soft drawl that bespeaks her Atlanta, Ga., 
upbringing. "The first time I went to the 
grocery store after we were married, I bought 
a cabbage that I thought was lettuce . . . 
couldn't understand why it was so rubbery. 
But I've adjusted very quickly. I love it here!" 

In addition to their interest in the pastoral, 
the Childses have also collected American 
antiques for a number of years. Although the 
main house on the 85-acre farm is not truly 
old, built as it was by the Zouck family in the 
1930s, the style harkens to the traditional 
and affords their beautiful furniture and 
paintings a perfect setting. 
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"The front of the house is rather plain and 
solid in the Georgian manner," remarks 
Mrs. Childs, "but with the porch and bal¬ 
cony added by Page Lee (Griswold, the pre¬ 
vious owner), the back is pure Charleston. 
We call the farm 'Stoneworth' because— 
well, it's stone and it's in the Worthington 
Valley," she concludes with a characteristic 
chucide. 

The Childses' three sons, John Jr., Nash 
and Peter, are now grown with families of 
their own. Therefore, along with the farm 
itself, their parents have taken on the raising 
of something else: Thoroughbred horses. 
The Childses bought their first broodmare in 
November, almost at the same time that they 
moved into the house, and have thus far 
increased the band to six. Five of those mares 
now have foals at their sides. 

"Well, it hardly seems right to have a farm 
without animals," smiles John Childs in his 
quiet manner, "and horses are a lot more fun 
and more exciting than cows. 

"I have selected Don Litz as my bloodstock 
agent and advisor. We seem to relate well 
together. Our plan is to establish primarily a 
broodmare operation where we'll keep the 
best fillies to race and then to breed. The 
others we'll sell as yearlings . . . though I'm 
already seeing how hard it will be to let any 
of them go," Childs remarks as "Katie," a 
dark brown filly out of Alaki Miss, nuzzles 
her owner's shirt. 

Don Litz, well-known in Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred circles, feels that the Childses 
have the kind of true interest in their horses 
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that will accent the positive points of the 
local industry. 

"I'm really fortunate to have met them," 
says Litz. "Mr. Childs wants to go all the way 
with his breeding operation. The six mares 
he has now are a mixed group. Each has her 
strong point. They could be rated as average 
or a hair above the average level." 

The initial mare bought for the new ven¬ 
ture was Missile Pan, in foal to Windfields 
Farm's Hoist the Flag stallion Oh Say. Mis¬ 
sile Pan, by Panacean out of Honey Missile, 
is a winner herself and the dam of Heavy 
Sugar, a stakes winner of over $100,000. Mis¬ 


sile Pan has been bred to Masked Dancer this 
spring. 

The two best mares to come to Stoneworth 
to date are Foxy Naskra and Alaki Miss. 

Foxy Naskra is a stakes-placed daughter of 
Naskra out of Menabilly and a half-sister to 
Two Bucks, winner of over $200,000. 

However, it was this mare who gave the 
Childses their first taste of the sad part of the 
breeding business. At the time of her pur¬ 
chase, Foxy Naskra, a neat looking chestnut 
with a white stripe, was carrying a foal by 
Avatar. Of the six youngsters produced for

the Childses this season, only this one did 
not survive. The mare is now in foal to Rock 
Talk. 

Alaki Miss is by Olden Times out of the 
stakes-winning T. V. Lark mare Calaki. Alaki 
Miss has already produced The Home Sec¬ 
retary, a winner by Secretariat. Her new filly 
is by Irish Castle and Alaki Miss is in foal to 
Rollicking. 

Three more mares complete the band. My 
Appreciation is by Exclusive Native out of 
Instinctively. She has a filly foal on the 
ground by Robin's Song and has been bred 
back to Bear Hunt. Justacam is "an allowance 
winner of $90,000 with good conformation 
and very sound," describes Don Litz. She is 
by Bold Hour and has a colt at her side by 
Quadratic, having been bred this year to 
Shelter Half. 

Lastly, Creusa, who placed at 2 in Ireland, 
is by ^Hawaii out of stakes winner Neat 'n 
Sweet. She is the Childses' "bargain-base¬ 
ment filly." 

"This mare is a full sister to a stakes winner 
and sold in Kentucky for only $4 or 5,000," 
relates Litz. "We really liked her because she 
was in foal to Shelter Half, so I spotted the 
man who had bought her and offered him a 
couple thousand-dollar profit, and we got 
her. The reason she went so cheaply is that 
Shelter Half isn't quite as popular in Ken¬ 
tucky as he is up here." 

After producing a Shelter Half colt, Creusa 
was bred to North Tower. 

To further fulfill their breeding program, 
the Childses have also purchased stallion 
shares in both Bear Hunt and North Tower. 

As beautiful as Stoneworth is, the facilities 
for raising horses were limited. Consequent¬ 
ly, the new owners are renovating the pres¬ 
ent seven-stall stable and have built two ad¬ 
ditional run-in sheds. In the immediate plan 
also is a new 14-stall barn which will include 
an apartment for a farm manager. 

"And I'm personally hand-digging out 
much of the multiflora rose," says Childs

with a weary expression. "My neighbors 
have told me, however, that I must leave 
enough for decent covert for the wildlife, 
and I've promised to do that." 

Similarly, repairs have been made to the 
slate roof on the main house and to the lovely 
swimming pool set in a serene topiary gar¬ 
den of seahorses which are piped to spout 
water. 

"We will need an expert to work on the 
topiary," explains Childs, "and I'm hoping 
to get advice from someone at Ladew Gar¬ 
dens."

IVlaryland-bred Le Sauteur and an Irish- 
bred, Chammsky, won the feature races at 
the two-day spring meeting of the Fair Hill 
races. Attractions included the second an¬ 
nual competition between American and 
British jumping riders, the presentation of 
the USF&G timber championships, pari¬ 
mutuel wagering and the course's lovely 
Cecil county setting. The meeting was dedi¬ 
cated to the memory of the late Morris Dix¬ 
on, whose fame as a trainer was widespread. 

Le Sauteur won the Navigate, a steeple¬ 
chase of two miles and three-sixteenths with 
a purse of $20,000. Foaled in Southern Mary¬ 
land, the 6-year-old chestnut gelding is the 
darling of his owner, Marianne Smith Mc¬ 
Daniel of North East (Md.). "When my hus¬ 
band married me," she said, "he got a couple 
of horses, too. We call Le Sauteur Squeaky. I 
raised and broke him. Then I sent him to 
Middleburg but missed him so much that I 
brought him back and gave him to the 
Houghtons to train." Marianne's father, Al¬ 
fred H. Smith Jr., owns jumpers and her 
grandfather, the late Alfred H. Smith, raced 
champion Tuscalee. 

Ridden by leading steeplechase jockey 
Bemie Houghton and trained by his father 
Ronnie, Le Sauteur was never far off the 
pace set by Tom Finn on William Enten- 
mann's Eremite. "He was an easy ride all the 
way," said Bemie after the race. Le Sauteur 
took the last brush on even terms with Ere¬ 
mite and then pulled away to win by one and 
a half lengths. Eremite was second and Wil¬ 
liam duPont Ill's Chammsky third. 

On the second day of racing, Chammsky 
returned to win the National Steeplechase, 
run in honor of the late Miles Valentine. 
Trained by W. Burling Cocks and ridden by 
Ricky Hendriks, Chammsky met four other

foes from the Navigate: Mrs. Henry Gerry's 
Chilean-bred Huallatiri, Mrs. Willard 
Speakman Ill's French-bred Kalecki, Mrs. 
Valentine's Val de la Meuse and Eremite. Le 
Sauteur did not compete. 

Ricky let Chammsky take his time, settling 
into sixth position in the eight-horse field 
behind a rapid pacesetter, Mrs. Michael 
Sanger's Danmore. "I waited until the 
straightaway and then swung to the out¬ 
side," he said. "Chammsky flew the last 
brush and that's what won the race." Kalecki 
was second and Huallatiri third. 

Weather turned cool for the second day of 
racing, and Tom Merryweather, chairman of 
the grounds committee, provided horses 
with a lush carpet of deep, thick turf on 
which to race. It was the day of the jump 
jockey competition between a team from 
Great Britain and one from the United 
States. Begun at last year's spring meeting, 
the contest enables the four British members 
to continue riding after the season ends in 
Great Britain on May 31. John Dorman, team 
manager, explained, "After Fair Hill, we will 
go to Australia for three meetings in eight 
days and then on to New Zealand. Later, we 
will return to Europe for races in Belgium, 
France and Norway." 

Bemie Houghton, Ricky Hendriks, Dick 
McWade and George Sloan rode for the USA 
while Steve Smith-Eccles and Peter Scuda-

more, members of last year's British team, 
returned along with Hywel Davies and 
Graham Bradley. Each team had a substi¬ 
tute. Riders drew mounts the day before for 
the second, fourth, sixth and eighth races, 
receiving points for placing first, second, 
third and fourth. Winners for the second 
year were the British, who tallied more than 
twice the Americans' points. Steve Smith- 
Eccles was the highest scoring individual, for 
which he received a prize of $1,000. 

Jonathan Sheppard, British-born and 
leading trainer of steeplechase horses, con¬ 
tributed to each team's totals when horses he 
trained won the second and fourth races. 
First, Bemie Houghton won with Buckram 
Oak Farm's maiden jumper Polished Silver. 
Sheppard said afterwards, "He is green and 
this was his first time over jumps. He had 
shown a little temperament on the flat, so we 
wanted to race him as carefully and kindly as 
possible. He did well." Buckram Oak Farm is 
the stable name of Mahmoud Fustok from 
Saudi Arabia, according to Mr. Sheppard. 

Next Great Britain scored when Spend¬ 
thrift Farm's Cuckold, trained by Sheppard, 


came from behind under a strong ride by 
Graham Bradley. Halfway through the con¬ 
test, with all placings added, the USA had 22 
points to Great Britain's 25. However, by the 
end of the sixth race, in which Bradley and 
Smith-Eccles finished first and second on 
Ragtime Knight and Jimmy Kelly, and 
Hywel Davies was fourth on Janario, with 
the USA managing only third by George 
Sloan on Gone Daft, Britain had clinched the 
competition. They topped their points nicely 
when alternate rider Richard Dunwoody 
won the eighth race with Ken-Mort Stable's 
Pine Hollow. 

Sheppard increased his lead over other 
trainers when, on the first day, his entry of 
Dixon Stroud's Shentain and his own Kin¬ 
gussie were one/two in the Carl Furr Memo¬ 
rial, a claiming race. As Barry Wiseman 
eased the bay gelding into the lead over the

twelfth brush, Sheppard, watching from the 
press box, commented, "He's smooth today. 
Looking around a bit, but smooth." The 
trainer also won a flat race with Catoctin 
Stud's Future Perfect, ridden by Cathy 
Montgomery. 

Missing from Fair Hill's two timber races 
were the big names—Our Steeplejack, Bew- 
ley's Hill, Appolinax and Cancottage. None¬ 
theless, a lot of talent was present, and the 
USF&G prizes were awarded. Mrs. Willard 
Speakman Ill's Our Steeplejack was named 
open champion for his victories in the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup and Grand National in April, 
while novice champion was Stitler Vipond's 
Quodlibet, winner of the James Stump Me¬ 
morial on Fair Hill's first day. 

Ridden by Bill Meister, Quodlibet was 
never far off the pace set first by Bill's brother 
Jay on Tigre's Houdini and later by Joey Gil- 


let on Ahira's Tale. The five starters re¬ 
mained tightly bunched throughout most of 
the three miles until Quodlibet broke loose 
around the final turn and raced on to win by 
15 lengths. Ahira's Tale was second and Mrs. 
Reed Knox's Hoolee third. 

On the second day two brush champions 
turned up as timber horses in the Foxcatcher 
Hounds Steeplechase. They were Rodion 
Cantacuzene's 1980 Colonial Cup winner 
Sailor's Clue and Arthur Arundel's Sugar 
Bee, winner two years ago of the last Interna¬ 
tional Gold Cup to be run at the old Ligonier 
course, before that meeting was discontinued. 

International jockey competition featured teams 
from Great Britain and the U.S. They are (from 
the left) Graham Bradley, George Sloan, Steve 
Smith-Eccles, Richard Dunwoody, Dick McWade, 
Hywel Davies, Bemie Houghton, Ricky Hendriks. 
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They did quite well after chasing a small 
but rapid chestnut gelding named Bibbit, 
ridden by Lauren Smith, over three miles of 
fair hunting country. Bibbit took off like a 
scared rabbit and held a margin of some¬ 
times five lengths as Quodlibet, Mine Field 
and Hoolee, in addition to the other two, 
scurried along in his wake.

Charlie Fenwick had a good meeting. He 
trained Mrs. Harry Duffey's Investment 
Plan, winning a flat race each day. Then he

Michael and Ann Moran of Unionville, 
Pa., won two races with horses that Ann 
rode and Michael owned and trained. Their 
Smoke Rise won the Swansea over James 
Boswell, the best looking dark brown geld¬ 
ing that this reporter has seen in some time. 
James Boswell is no ordinary horse either. By 
Secretariat out of Admiring, he is the first 
offspring of his sire to run under NS&HA 
rules. On the flat, largely over turf, the 7- 
year-old won over $100,000 and placed in 
stakes. His quiet manners, glistening coat 
and great conformation caught many an eye 
in the paddock. 

The Morans next won the Fair Hill with 
their Irish-bred Jimmy Kelly. "He was due 
for a win," said Ann afterwards. The bay 
gelding had finished second in a race at Rad¬ 
nor the previous Saturday. 

But the Moran family's biggest score came 
in the ninth "race" on the second day at Fair

Our Steeplejack Is 
USF&G Champion

Voss, Grand National and Maryland Hunt Cup winner earns 
$6,000 in open division of USF&G Timber Championships; 
novice champion is Quodlibet, who took home $4,000 award. 


IVlaryland's 1985 spring timber season 
ended at Fair Hill on June 8 with the award¬ 
ing of the annual USF&G Timber Cham¬ 
pionships. The open division winner was 
Our Steeplejack and the novice division 
went to Quodlibet. As the outstanding hors¬ 
es in their respective divisions on the Mary¬ 
land timber circuit. Our Steeplejack won 


$6,000 and Quodlibet $4,000. The USF&G 
insurance company sponsors this unique 
award, which has been a major factor in the 
rise in quantity and quality of Maryland tim¬ 
ber horses over the past several years. 


This year 32 horses ran at the four race 
meetings—My Lady's Manor, Grand Na¬ 
tional, Maryland Hunt Cup and Fair Hill 
(James Stump Memorial and Foxcatcher). 
Fourteen of these horses were open (winners 
prior to Jan. 1, 1985) and 18 were novice 
horses. 


Our Steeplejack was unquestionably the 
best timber horse of 1985. He gave his own¬ 
ers, the Willard Speakmans, and his rider, 
Johnny Bosley, thrilling performances this 
spring, and accomplishments they will al¬ 
ways remember. Our Steeplejack's trainer— 
F. Bruce Miller—did a remarkable job send¬ 
ing him to the post four weeks in a row. 
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"This was his first year over the big cours¬ 
es," said Miller, "and we were doubtful after 
the Voss race (at Elkridge-Harford) whether 
we'd run him in the Hunt Cup. But he kept 
eating well and doing everything we asked, 
so we just kept on with him." By Fern Danc¬ 
er out of seven-eighths-bred Our Ivory Tow¬ 
er, the big gelding with the large blaze down 
his intelligent face was bred by Mrs. John 
Hannum. 

The Speakman-Bosley-Miller team tuned 
up by winning at the Elkridge-Harford 
point-to-point on April 6, followed by a 
fourth at the Manor on April 13, then im¬ 
pressively winning the Grand National and 
Maryland Hunt Cup the next two Saturdays. 
A nice horse, ridden and trained to perfec¬ 
tion! 

The 1984 timber champ, Bewley's Hill, 
was again highly regarded with two very 
close seconds at the Manor and Maryland 
Hunt Cup. If those seconds had been wins, 
the Dixon Strouds possibly would have won 
the award for the second year in a row. 
George Ohrstrom's lovely gray Appolinax

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won this year's My Lady's Manor with a 
great performance and a heady ride by John 
Coles; however he faded to a fifth-place fin¬ 
ish in the Maryland. 

Three-time MHC winner Cancottage (GB) 
finished third in the Manor and Maryland 
Hunt Cup—his 15 years of age may have 
hampered his ability to win again. Another 
grand old-timer (15 years). Jack Griswold's 
Beech Prince, had one more go at the Hunt 
Cup, but Father Time also got in his way. 

Irvin Naylor's Hamid was a very good sec¬ 
ond to Our Steeplejack in the Grand Nation¬ 
al after winning the ladies' race at Elkridge- 
Harford with Kathee Rengert up. Our 
Climber, a full brother to Our Steeplejack, 
had a third in the National and a fourth in the 
Maryland with Jock Hannum in the irons. 

The novice division winner, Stitler Vi- 
pond's Quodlibet, almost won the Streett 


Memorial, did win the Stump Memorial, and 
was fourth in the Foxcatcher. He accom¬ 
plished more than the others in his division, 
thus earning the $4,000 prize. A Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred, 13-year-old Quodlibet is by 
Hurry Home out of Fern Green by ^Duplex 
II. He was also trained by Bruce Miller, who 
had a very successful spring with his timber 
horses. 

Mr. Ohrstrom's French-bred Tobiano (Fr) 
was very impressive in winning the Streett 
Memorial, but did not come back for any 
more races in the series. Ben Griswold's An¬ 
vil had a nice win in the Murray Memorial, 
but unfortunately had to be eased in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. Arthur W. Arundel's 
Sugar Bee ran a splendid race while winning 
the Foxcatcher with his trainer Charlie Fen¬ 
wick in the saddle. It is too bad that these 
three horses did not or could not make more 
starts.

Mrs. W.A. Read Knox's Hoolee was the 
iron horse of the novice division with two 
thirds, a fifth, and a fall. Peter Thompson's 
Priest's Rock (GB) performed well with a 
second to Anvil in the Murray and an athletic 
completion of the Maryland Hunt Cup 
course, given a superb ride by Paul Webber, 
who came over from England to experience 
Maryland timber. Gerry Brewster's Balantic, 
a well-bred 7-year-old, made his debut with 
a tuneup in the Streett and gave his owner a 


thrilling ride in the Maryland until they 
parted company at the seventeenth fence. 

Four different novice horses won races 
this spring. Hopefully they will all be back 
next year and run against each other more 
often. They will move into the open division 
which may be depleted by old age and the 
Aintree Grand National, since both Our 
Steeplejack and Bewley's Hill are likely to 
run in the Liverpool, England, race. □

Closing 

Of Bowie Spurs 
Reminiscences 

By Lucy Acton 


Although it was the youngest of Mary¬ 
land's three mile tracks, Bowie had a long 
and remarkable past. 


Built just prior to World War I by a group 
of free-wheeling entrepreneurs headed by 
Gadsden Bryan—a legendary "money man 
from New Orleans"—Bowie (known in 
those early days as Prince Georges Park) was 
challenged with adversity from its very start. 

Always, there was the matter of racing 
dates. 


Pimlico was well-established when Bowie 
came along. Laurel was three years old and 


Havre de Grace had had its inaugural meet¬ 
ing in 1912. There was no room for Bowie— 
or so the existing tracks thought. 

Since Maryland's best spring and fall days 
had already been claimed by Pimlico, Laurel 
and Havre de Grace, Bowie was forced to 
choose between hot and cold weather. 

Opting for cold (late fall and early spring), 
Bryan and partners James O'Hara, Peter 
Conroy and Harry Wolfe forever shaped the 
character of the Southern Maryland track. 
They built the race track so that it faced into 
the sun, in an effort to minimize the cold. 
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Maryland Horse 
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Muggins Feldman (left), Bowie's recently 
retired director of publicity, had a long 
association with the track, as did Alvin 
Karwacki, general manager since 1973.

And generations of fans were to endure the 
resulting glare. Functional, but not exactly 
comfortable, Bowie was never to make its 
mark as a social gathering place. Lacking the 
atmosphere of Pimlico's famous old club¬ 
house, or Laurel's open green expanse, 
Bowie found a more basic appeal, among 
serious gamblers and dyed-in-the-wool 
horsemen. 

Bowie's founders had chosen a site more 
or less midway between Baltimore, Wash¬ 
ington and Annapolis, one that happened to 
be adjacent to the electric railroad servicing 
those three cities. The trains pulled six 
wooden cars on weekdays, eight on Satur¬ 
days. The seats were wooden benches. Heat 
came from a potbellied stove in the center of 
each car. Train fare (one way) from Baltimore 
was 35 cents; from Washington it was 25 
cents. 

By 1921, Bowie had such regular jockeys as 
Elmer Trueman, Chick Lang, Pony McAtee 
and Henry Erickson. The track also sold $2 
mutuel tickets out of a rack, and Saturday 
purses on a seven-race card had a minimum 
of $1,382.85. No doubt the odd cents on 
those purses was occasioned by the rule for 
selling races which read: "The winner shall 
be sold at auction imroediately after the race 
at its entered price and any surplus shall go 
to the Association to be added to the over¬ 
night events of the second day following the 
sale, but if the surplus occurs on the last two 
days of the Meeting it shall be added on the 
first day of the next Meeting given by the 
same association." 

Bowie's racing secretary in 1921 was Little 
joe McLennan, father of the late Charles Mc¬ 
Lennan Sr., who was Maryland's most 
prominent racing secretary during the 1940s 
and 50s. 

In the first of several major fires to occur at 
Bowie, the clubhouse and grandstand were 
destroyed in 1927. The present grandstand 
dates from the re-building in 1929. Ed Far¬ 
rell, a descendant of one of the early owners 
of Bowie, still has among his possessions a 
blueprint for the construction of the "new" 
grandstand. "An engineer named Bill Watt 
laid the whole thing out in pencil on a piece 
of brown paper," says Mr. Farrell. "It cost 
$300,000 to build." 

Farrell's uncles—John Farrell Jr. and Jo¬ 
seph A. Farrell—bought into the track not 


long after its opening and were to remain 
active in its management, along with the 
O'Haras and Howard Pierce, a descendant 
of Gad Bryan, for many years. "My uncle 
John (whom we all called Dad) got his start 
on a bookmaker's team at Sheepshead Bay, 
Jamaica and Empire City. He came down 
here and helped set up the pari-mutuel bet¬ 
ting system in Maryland. My uncle John 
handled the financial end of the business, 
while my uncle Joe was assistant manager 
and then manager of the track," recounts Ed 
Farrell, who served as treasurer and assis¬ 
tant general manager of Bowie himself from 
1948 to 1951. Mr. Farrell, 76, is the only sur¬ 
viving member of the old Bowie manage¬ 
ment. 

"I remember when the mutuels depart¬ 
ment used to do everything by hand," Far¬ 
rell recalls. "The men would dip a sponge in 
a glass of water and use it to moisten their 
fingers so they could separate the bills. It 
would get so cold at Bowie sometimes at the 
end of November that the water in the glass¬ 
es would freeze. 

"But Bowie was a profit-making organiza¬ 
tion all along. We made money every year. It 
was a friendly track, and cost-effective, too. 
Actually, our dates had a lot to do with our 
success. We had Easter in the spring and 
Thanksgiving in the fall, and the days right 
around those holidays were always big ones 
for us." 

A scandal involving some of the track's 
other owners erupted in the early 1950s, and 
L. Edmund O'Hara, then general manager, 
and Thomas J. O'Hara, who ran the pari¬ 
mutuel system, were among five men tried 
and acquitted on bookmaking conspiracy 
charges. The track was placed in receiver¬ 
ship, and the O'Hara and Farrell families 
sold out to Donald C. Lillis and Bear, Stearns 
Company, a New York investment firm. 

After an infamous episode in the Bowie 
parking lot, in which the new president 
Larry S. MacPhail was involved in assaulting 
a state trooper, Howard S. Pierce began his 
six-year stint as general manager of the 
track. 

Pierce was to oversee two of Bowie's most 
famous happenings: the institution of winter 
racing in Maryland in 1957 and the blizzard 
of 1958. The late Marty Meyer, Bowie's long¬ 
time track superintendent, recalled the inau-

gural of winter racing in a 1979 Maryland 
HORSE interview: 

"I was down in Florida the first part of 
January and they called and asked me to 
come back. Rinehart (D. Eldred Rinehart, 
Racing Commission chairman at that time). 
Pierce (Howard S. Pierce, Bowie general 
manager), they all want to know—am I go¬ 
ing to fix it so they can run opening day, 
February 7? 

"Well, the day before it's raining to beat 
the band. We start floating the track at 2 a.m. 
At 8 p.m. the snow comes. By 10 p.m. the 
moon is out, but it's cold. It's supposed to go 
down to zero, but we stay lucky. It only goes 
down to three above zero. We have every 
piece of equipment we can find out there. 

"First thing in the morning Brick Martin 
(Laurel's general manager) is down there 
asking me what I put on the track. Sand? 
Nothing but hard work, I tell him. The same 
with the Cohens of Pimlico. Everybody 
wants to know if we're running and I say we 
sure are. That was the beginning of winter 
racing." 

The following year, Bowie was faced with 
the biggest emergency in the history of 
Maryland racing when a major snowstorm 
stranded almost 1,000 people overnight at 
the track. "We had them sleeping every¬ 
where," the late Pierce recalled in an inter¬ 
view with the Maryland Horse in 1978. 
"Of course there's always plenty of food at a

race track . . . We had two helicopters 
warmed up all night to take people away in 
emergencies. But we had only six policemen 
. . . The track doctor treated five people for 
heart attacks (one serious), five or six diabet¬ 
ics, and one woman for labor pains ..." 

As Peter Chew observed in a recent Blood- 
Horse article: 

A far more serious situation developed 
on Feb. 2, 1961. The Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road race track special went off the track 
some distance from the race course. Six 
persons were killed and more than 100 
were injured. 

Joe B. Kelly, former turf writer for the 
now-defunct Washington Star , inter¬ 
viewed "Longshot" Phil Potts years after 
the incident: 


"I was at my usual occupation, reading 
the Telegraph ," Potts recalled. 

"First I heard a rumbling and a crash; 
then I heard steel scraping. Inside our car, 
broken glass and dust started flying 
around. I was on the left side and on the 
right side I could see the car being cut. The 
car tilted and people were jumping out of 
windows.

"I was dazed, I guess, but I did work my 
way to a car and got out. Ambulances 
were all around. I remember two guys 
with their faces bloody raising the devil 
about missing the daily double. 

"A conductor said, 'You two have al¬ 
ready hit your double today.' 

"Then I went to the hospital. 

"Later the same day, a fire broke out in 
a nearby structure called the betting an¬ 
nex, and it was destroyed. With heavy 
smoke drifting across the track, the ninth 
race was canceled. 

"That was perhaps Bowie's roughest 
single winter experience," noted Kelly. 

In 1962, Don Lillis sold controlling interest 
in Bowie for a reported $5.5 million to Patino 
Mines, a Canadian corporation managed by 
E.R.E. Carter and George Tucker, and the

track remained in the hands of that corpora¬ 
tion until 1983 when the Cohen family pur¬ 
chased controlling interest for a reported $12 
million. In 1983, Laurel owner J.D. Schapiro 
bought half-interest from the Cohens. Then 
last year the stock changed hands again 
when the partnership of Frank DeFrancis 
and Bob and Tom Manfuso bought Laurel 
from Mr. Schapiro, and thus assumed his 
half-interest in Bowie. 

The track which introduced triple wager¬ 
ing to Maryland, in 1974, Bowie was the 
scene of the now-infamous Valentine's Day 
race fixing in 1975. That same year Bowie 
became the first mile track in Maryland to 
hold a summer race meeting. 

Known in the 20s, 30s, 40s and 50s for its 
rough-and-ready atmosphere ("Looking 
back on Bowie," says one oldtimer. "What 
really stands out in my mind is the drinking 
that went on there. A lot of the people who 
worked there were half drunk most of the 
time."), Bowie became more businesslike as 
the tone of racing everywhere grew more 
serious over the past 20 years. But the going 
was never easy for the "track in the pines." □

Van Berg Selects 
North Tower Filly 


flail of Fame trainer Jack Van Berg 
judged the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation's 51st annual show for Maryland- 
bred yearlings last month at Timonium and 
selected as his grand champion a filly by 
North Tower. 

In choosing the Liberty Hill Farm filly. Van 
Berg stated that she was narrowly best of an 
outstanding group of 13 finalists in Class III. 
"I would like to have all 13 of these fillies in 
my racing stable," said the 48-year-old Ne¬ 
braskan. "In my opinion, they're as good as 
anything you'll find in Kentucky or any¬ 
where else." 

The show, held in the centerfield of the 
Timonium track, attracted 97 contestants 
from an entry list of 142. Mr. Van Berg 
worked steadily for three and a half hours 


under a hot sun to select five ribbon winners 
in each of four classes. 

He chose as the reserve champion a King 
Emperor colt (owned and bred by John and 
Jeanne Begg) which was the winner of Class I. 

Although the 48-year-old eight-time lead¬ 
ing trainer praised the five ribbon winners in 
Class I (for colts by Maryland stallions), he 
was even more taken with the fillies in Class 
III (for fillies by Maryland stallions). 

And the winner among the 44 shown in 
that class was the grand champion who was 
bred, exhibited and handled by Elliott M. 
Kessler, owner of 45-acre Liberty Hill Farm 
in Mount Airy. 

Mr. Kessler showed only one other horse, 
a filly in Class IV, and she made his day 




















nearly perfect by gaining a second place rib¬ 
bon. 

Owner of an automobile leasing company 
in Beltsville, Kessler and his wife Lucy have 
been raising Thoroughbreds only four years. 
"We got into this business as the result of our 
love for horseback riding," he said. "My wife 
and I used to vacation in Wyoming so that 
we could ride out there. Then we bought 
some riding horses and that led to us buying 
a farm. After we got the farm, we decided to 
breed race horses." 

The Kesslers now own ten broodmares of 
which eight produced foals this year. Nine of 
the ten have been examined in foal for 1986. 

Their yearling crop consists of five head, 
all of which have been entered in the Fasig- 
Tipton select sale to be held at Timonium in

September. In addition to the two ribbon 
winners (sired by North Tower and Full Part¬ 
ner), they have yearlings by Prince Street, 
Silver Badge and Daniri (Fr). 

The Kesslers have three children—Joe, 28; 
Leslie, 24, and Cindy, 19. Joe is vice-presi¬ 
dent of his father's auto leasing firm; Leslie is 
an optician and Cindy is in college. 

North Tower, sire of the grand champion, 
is a 10-year-old son of Northern Dancer who 
stands at Thommar Farm near Chestertown. 
His oldest foals are 3-year-olds. 

King Emperor, sire of the reserve cham¬ 
pion, is a 19-year-old son of Bold Ruler who 
stands at Longwood Farm in Glen wood. 
King Emperor has sired 16 stakes winners, 
including Rex Imperator, winner of nearly 
$ 200 , 000 . 

As invariably happens, two of the show's 
four classes filled extremely well and two 
were pitifully small. The big classes were 
those in which the entrants were sired by 
Maryland stallions. The small ones were 
those for out-of-state sires. 

Only five horses were exhibited in Class II 
(won by Fendall Clagett's colt by I'm a Beam) 
and six in Class IV (won by Patricia Baker's 
filly by Real Emperor). 

All classes were endowed with $500 in 
prize money (split $250, $100, $75, $50 and 
$25) and an additional $300 went to the 
grand champion and $200 to the reserve. 

Of this cash allocation, $2,000 was contrib¬ 
uted by the Maryland State Fair Board. 

And in addition to ribbons, trophies were 
presented to the champion, the reserve and 
all class winners. 

The Blarney Challenge trophy (which 
must be won three times for permanent pos¬ 
session) was presented to Mr. Kessler by 
Snowden Carter, the MHBA's general man¬ 
ager. And the association's president, Katy 
Voss, represented Windfields Farm in mak¬ 
ing the presentation to Kessler of the grand 
championship trophy donated by Windfields. 

Laurel race course (represented by Tommy 
Manfuso) donated the reserve championship 
trophy which was accepted by Mrs. Begg. 

Trophies in each class were donated by Pim¬ 
lico (presented by Chick Lang), Merryland 


Farm (Joe Crowley), Larking Hill Farm 
(Christy Clagett) and Glenstone Farm (Kim 
Firestone). 

Also winning awards were the man and 
woman spectators with the highest grades in 
the amateur judging contest. This contest is 
held on Class III. The trophies are donated 
by Vordemberge Saddlery and Maury, Don¬ 
nelly & Parr Inc. 

The winners were Mary Carey of Church- 
ville and Frank Mattes of Baltimore. Presen¬ 
tations were made by Joe Crowley.

$20,000 award money to be distributed 
to the four largest money-earners of 
1986. 

The prize money, which comes from 
the Maryland Fund program, is annually 
given to the 2-year-olds exhibited in the 
previous year's MHBA yearling show 
who earn the greatest amount of money 
at North American tracks. 

To the exhibitor of the winner will go 
$13,000. Second money will be $4,000 
with $2,000 to third and $1,000 to fourth. 

Last year's winner was For You and 
Me, a daughter of For Love and Glory. 
For You and Me earned $18,490 as a 2- 
year-old in 1984. The award went to 
Sarah Jane Kousouris, part-owner of a 
fast food carryout shop on York road in 
Lutherville. 

For You and Me was not among the 
ribbon winners at the 1983 show—in fact 
none of the award winners gained a rib¬ 
bon. 

There were 97 horses shown last 
month, and to the exhibitors of those 
yearlings awaits a chance for four bonus 
checks, depending on race track earn¬ 
ings in 1986.

Potomac Fever not abating 

Despite last year's isolation of the causa¬ 
tive agent for Potomac Fever, the disease is 
more rampant this year in Maryland than in 
any previous summer, according to the Mor¬ 
ris Animal Foundation. 

One death occurred in Maryland from the 
disease on June 21 and 26 other horses have 
been field diagnosed as suffering from Po¬ 
tomac Fever. This is five times the number 
during the same period in 1984. 

In Maryland from 1979 through 1984 there 
have been 402 cases with 107 deaths—a fatal¬ 
ity rate of 27 per cent. 

A study conducted by New Bolton Center 
and the University of Illinois showed that the 
disease has been identified in several other 
states. Included are New York (along the 
Hudson river), Pennsylvania (along the Sus¬ 
quehanna river), Ohio (along the Ohio riv¬ 
er), Virginia (along the Potomac river) and 
Idaho (along the Snake river). It is also possi¬ 
ble that the disease exists elsewhere. 

The Morris Animal Foundation has in re¬ 
cent years allocated $110,000 for the funding 
of scientific studies of Potomac Fever but 
warns that it has no further money for the 
project. 

Donations are being urgently sought. 
They are tax deductible and may be sent to 
the Morris Animal Foundation at 45 Inver¬ 
ness Drive East, Englewood, Col. 80112. A 
designation on checks mailed should indi¬ 
cate that the money is being contributed for 
the Potomac Horse Fever Fund.

Maryland Clubs Prominent 
At Bryn Mawr Hound Show

When Cecil Calvert, second Lord Balti¬ 
more, settled the province of Maryland in 
the 1600s, he required each immigrating 
family to take at least one hunting hound 
with it for protection and to provide wild 
game for the table. By 1650, when Robert 
Brooke, Esq., a member of Lord Baltimore's 
Privy Council, arrived to colonize 2,000 acres 
in what is now Queen Annes county, he 
brought with him his wife, eight sons, two 
daughters, 28 servants and a pack of hounds. 

We Marylanders like to think that fox¬ 
hunting in America began with that very 
pack. Indeed, J. Bland van Urk asserted in 
his book. The Story of American Foxhunting 
(Vol. 1,1930), that we in this area were chas¬ 
ing fox in the mid-seventeenth century 
when the majority of the English were still 
chasing stag and wolf. 

In any case, whatever the absolute histori¬ 
cal truth, the results of the 65th annual Bryn 


Mawr Hound Show on May 31, 1985, indi¬ 
cate that Maryland clubs in the 20th century 
are breeding superior hounds. Held on the 
grounds of the Radnor Hunt Club in Mal¬ 
vern, Pa., under the joint auspices of the 
Masters of Foxhounds Association of Ameri¬ 
ca, the American Foxhound Club, the Na¬ 
tional Beagle Club and the Penn-Marydel 
Foxhound Association, this show is one of 
the oldest and most esteemed of its kind. 

In the American foxhound division, Po¬ 
tomac Hunt Club, Thomas N. Dowd and 
Irvin Crawford, joint-MFHs, won 1) the 
Brandywine Hounds trophy for the best stal¬ 
lion hound, with Potomac's Kipling and 
three of his get; 2) the Lawrence E. Jones 
trophy, both champion and reserve, for the 
best American foxhound dog bred by the 
exhibitor, with champion Potomac Apple¬ 
jack and reserve Potomac Julius; and 3) re¬ 
serve champion American foxhound bitch. 
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with Potomac Dinah. Capping it all off, Po¬ 
tomac Applejack took the top award for 
American foxhound of either sex. 

The crossbred foxhound division was 
equally dominated by Maryland hounds. 
Iron Bridge Freeman won the George Clem¬ 
ent Memorial Bowl for the best stallion 
hound as well as the award for the champion 
crossbred foxhound dog. Elkridge-Harford 
Bruiser took the reserve in that champion¬ 
ship dog class. Howard County Crackers 
won the best stallion hound shown with two 
of his crossbred get and their Hon won the 
single bitch, unentered, class. Green Spring 
Valley Hounds took the single bitch, en¬ 
tered, class with Green Spring Valley Morn¬ 


ing to give their professional whipper-in, 
Geoffrey Hyde, his first blue ribbon in this 
type of showing. The champion bitch in this 
division was Iron Bridge Fearful who also 
captured the championship for best cross¬ 
bred foxhound of either sex. 

Allen Forney, huntsman for the Iron 
Bridge club, said of his nearly white hound, 
"She's outstanding, just catches your eye. I 
would have to call her a well put-together 
animal with a really nice way of moving."

went to the Howard County pack with Elk- 
ridge-Harford second and Green Spring 
third. 

Once again a history of experience was an 
evidence of quality as the first and oldest 
recognized basset pack in the United States, 
the Timber Ridge Bassets, swept this AKC 
division. 

Cody won the unentered dog class while 
Strathalbyn Batsford and Charton All- 
American Boy took second and third in the 
entered dog. Batsford then went on to take 
the stallion class and reserve champion in 
the Col. Henry Davisson Memorial for the 
best dog hound. In the bitch classes, Strath¬ 
albyn Livion won the brood bitch, the couple 
of bitches (with Blue Lick Love Light), the 
brood bitch with two of her produce and, not 
surprisingly, the Strathalbyn trophy for the 
champion basset bitch. 

In the pack class, with six clubs participat¬ 
ing, Timber Ridge, Mrs. Charles Rogers, 
master and huntsman, was again victorious. 


These hounds also accrued the highest num¬ 
ber of points overall to win the Huntsman's 
prize. With its 40th season coming up. Tim¬ 
ber Ridge had three generations of hounds 
showing at once. 

In the three divisions in which Maryland 
clubs competed (American, crossbred and 
AKC basset), representing 25 hunt club ex¬ 
hibitors nationwide, our hounds took 27 
blue ribbons in 46 classes including six cham¬ 
pionships and five reserve championships. □

On May 25, the Potomac Polo 
Club in Poolesville, Md., pre¬ 
sented its 5th Annual Interna¬ 
tional All-Star Polo Benefit on 
behalf of the Research Founda¬ 
tion of the Washington Hospital 
Center for Spinal Cord Injury. 

Once again this match of¬ 
fered an incomparable world- 
class lineup, the "game of 
kings" at its very best. Every 
polo player registered with the 
U.S. Polo Association is ranked 
on a scale from —1, the lowest, 
to 10, the premier players, of 
which there are only three in 
the world. Two of these, Gon- 
zalo Pieres and Ernesto Trotz, 
both of Argentina, competed on 
this Saturday at Potomac. In a

sport where only a handful of combatants 
are ever rated above 6, the remaining players 
in this match each carried a 9. They are Red 
Armour and Tommy Wayman of the United 
States; Hector Crotto, Christian Laprida and 
Alfonso Pieres of Argentina; and Antonio 
Herrera of Mexico. 

"The greatest difference in levels of polo 
players is anticipation and speed," said 
Joseph A. Muldoon, chairman of the Inter¬ 
national All-Star match and also president of 
the Potomac Polo Club. "If you are a 9 or 


10-goal player, you will anticipate right 90 
per cent of the time." 

The danger inherent in the game dates 
back some 2,500 years to central Asia where a 
primitive caliph on horseback decapitated 
his enemy to create the first polo ball. By the 
19th century, British imperialists in India 
had brought home a less impetuous, more 
formalized version which used a wooden 
ball. Then, in 1876, James Gordon Bennet, 
the publisher of the Nezu York Herald , fell in 
love with the sport on a visit to England. He

returned to the U.S. laden with mallets, balls 
and the determination to start his own club. 

Like many horse sports, polo caught on 
with the U.S. cavalry and grew rapidly in 
this country until its heyday in the 1930s 
when names like Cecil Smith, Tommy Hitch¬ 
cock, Winston Guest and Stewart Iglehart 
were the widely publicized superstars of 
their era. When World War II ended interna¬ 
tional competition and horses gave way to 
tanks and trucks in the army, polo was lost in 
the shuffle. 

Today, however, the game is experiencing 
a 1980s grass roots renaissance. No longer 
underwritten by wealthy individuals alone, 
the big money to finance the teams comes 
from corporate sponsors such as watch man¬ 
ufacturers, automobile companies and li¬ 
quor distilleries. Participants, men and wom¬ 
en, from all walks of life play for the camara¬ 
derie, the exercise and the sheer challenge of 
the contest. 

Governed by the United States Polo As¬ 
sociation, which was founded in 1890, nearly 
160 clubs are spread across the country in 10 
polo circuits. Now played virtually year- 
round, the traditional 4-man outdoor variety 
is supplemented by an indoor arena version 
with three players on each team. Geographi¬ 
cally, polo is concentrated in California, 
Texas and along the East Coast from upstate 
New York to Florida. 

At the Potomac Club alone, more than 150 
students are expected to enroll in their polo 
school and then join their more experienced 
peers in games every Sunday afternoon from 
June through October. 

Unlike the custom in most horse sports, 
professionals (those who are paid to ride)

participate on the same teams with the spon¬ 
sors who hire them and others who are tal¬ 
ented amateurs. Prize money to the winning 
team, however, is rare and the game remains 
loyal to its "gentlemanly" heritage. 

This year almost 8,000 fans packed the 
sidelines and bleachers of Potomac's inter¬ 
national field to witness the spectacle. In ad¬ 
dition to the game itself, there was an art 
show, live music, a dressage exhibition, vis¬ 
iting boutiques, and food and cocktails at the 
clubhouse. 

The polo stars were divided between the 
Ambassadors: 1. Herrera (9), 2. Alfonso 
Pieres (9), 3. Gonzalo Pieres (10) and 4. Ar¬ 
mour (9); and the Washingtonians: 1. Trotz 
(10), 2. Wayman (9), 3. Laprida (9) and 4. 
Crotto (9). 

The score during the first four of the six 
7V 2 -minute chukkers seesawed back and 
forth. Antonio Herrera exhibited his extra¬ 
ordinary skill to drive home the initial goal of 
the contest with a particularly difficult shot 
directly under his mount's neck. Christian 


Laprida then countered for the opposition by 
blocking the ball with his mallet in midair, 
then taking a short shot to goal. The Pieres 
brothers came on strongly for goals of their 
own, with Herrera and Armour adding two 
more for the same team. The final goal of the 
day for the victorious Ambassadors came off 
a beautifully placed penalty shot by Red Ar¬ 
mour to Alfonso Pieres who tapped it 
through to end the contest at 10-6. 

Although the general principles of team- 
play in polo designate that players 1 and 2 
are primarily offensive positions and players 
3 and 4 the defensive ones, it is imperative 
that everyone be versatile enough to play 
whatever situation he finds himself in as the 
game progresses. Teamwork and communi¬ 
cation are crucial. In this particular match, 
Texan Lester "Red" Armour seemed to be 
just where he was needed . . . and every¬ 
where at once. For this ability. Armour re-

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ceived the award as the game's most valu¬ 
able player. The trophy was presented by 
His Excellency Lucio Garcia Del Solar, Am¬ 
bassador of Argentina. 

Armour, who breeds his own polo ponies 
on his Texas ranch, has represented the U.S. 
in the Cup of the Americas series with Ar¬ 
gentina and has played in the U.S. Polo 
Open, the $100,000 World Cup, England's 
Coronation Cup and the Camacho Cup con¬ 
test between the U.S. and Mexico. 

While the international greats in this ben¬ 
efit match often fly quite a distance to partici¬ 
pate, the polo ponies involved belong to the 
local players such as Richard Reimenschneid- 
er who vans his animals up from Middle- 
burg, Va., and Potomac stalwarts Richard 
Heald, Robert Beer, Paul Pearson, Ami 
Shinitsky and Joseph Muldoon Jr. and III. 

There's an old polo adage that says behind 
every winning shot is a pony who saw it first. 
Meeting the demands of the world's top polo 
players is a grueling task and this game's 
award for the best playing pony went to the 
Muldoons' rangy chestnut Dauphine. 


Underlying all the excitement and beauty 
of a polo game of this caliber is the financial 
benefit that accrues to the Washington Hos¬ 
pital Center which is pioneering research in 
curing paralysis through the use of comput¬ 
er-controlled muscle stimulation. 

“We are beginning our pilot studies now," 
explained Dr. John W. Goldschmidt, medi¬ 
cal director for the National Rehabilitation 
Hospital. "Ultimately we will be looking at 
how the skin, muscles and bones react to 
functional electrical stimulation and how 
this compares to the more traditional forms 
of exercise." 

Research will also explore the effects of 
exercise routines in the prevention of muscle 
atrophy, osteoporosis (bone deterioration) 
and other metabolic changes that occur in 
patients who have sustained spinal cord in¬ 
juries. 

"Our goal is to continue this game every 
season," announced Joseph Muldoon Jr. 
"We expect to raise $60,000 for the hospital 
this year and go up from there." □

Rock'n Rollick's first SW 

Rarely does a freshman stallion get off to a 
more impressive start than did Rock'n Rol¬ 
lick last month at Bowie. And this was be¬ 
cause of his son Air Miracle who gained his 
second consecutive victory in the $35,000 
Playpen Stakes on June 29, winning by five 
lengths in the exceptionally fast time of 
l:04y5 for the 5 l h furlongs. 

Upon dismounting in the winner's circle, 
jockey John Baboolal shouted in his Trinida¬ 
dian accent: "This colt takes me to the (Ken¬ 
tucky) Derby!" 

Air Miracle was bred by his owner, 81- 
year-old John A. Manfuso. The gelding is 
out of the Air Spin mare Air Fun and is 
trained by B.P. (Toughy) Hacker. 

Rock'n Rollick, sire of Air Miracle, is by 
Rollicking out of Monelia by Mongo. During 
his four seasons on the track, Rock'n Rollick 
won two Maryland-bred stakes (Find Hand¬ 
icap and E. Palmer Heagerty) and earned 
$136,677. 

He went to stud at Green Willow Farms in 
1982 for a live foal fee of $1,500 and was 
raised to $2,000 in 1983 and to $2,500 in 1984. 
His first crop (2-year-olds of 1985) consists of 
only ten registered foals. 

Rock'n Rollick was bred by Glade Valley 
Farms and sold to Birt Burbol (a retired New 
Jersey vending machine company executive) 
in the 1977 Eastern Fall yearling sale for 
$16,000. 

Mr. Burbol syndicated the horse upon his 
retirement in 1981 with Carolyn and Ron 


Green (owners of Green Willow Farms) act¬ 
ing as his agents in the syndication. 

In addition to missing Bowie's 5 Vz -furlong 
track record by only two-fifths of a second. 
Air Miracle also came within two-fifths of a 
second of Bowie's five-furlong track record 
when winning a maiden race by four lengths 
on June 21. 

In his only other start (June 12), Air Mira¬ 
cle missed by a nose in :58% seconds. 

Kreitzer gets Pimlico post 

Louis F. (Buddy) Kreitzer has been named 
general superintendent at Pimlico Race 
Course. The announcement of Kreitzer's ap¬ 
pointment was made by Chick Lang, execu¬ 
tive vice-president and general manager at 
Pimlico. Kreitzer assumed his new position 
on July 1. 

"With the longer racing season. Buddy 
will be a valuable asset to all aspects of oui 
operation, especially in the cold weather," 
Lang said. 

Kreitzer, Bowie's track supervisor since 
1978, is considered an expert at maintaining 
a racing strip during the winter. He is cur 
rently the track supervisor at Bowie, Pimlico 
and Laurel. 

"With the additional racing days there 
seemed to be a necessity for a re-alignment 
in some of our departments," Lang said. 

Kreitzer, a native and resident of Bowie, 
has done various jobs at Maryland tracks 

Louis F. Kreitzer 
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since the age of 16, including working for the 
track supervisor at Bowie. 

After serving three years with the Marine 
Corps during the Korean War, including 13 
months in action, he joined the Prince 
Georges County Police Department and 
served 19 years, the last eight as sergeant. 

He was appointed Bowie's track super¬ 
visor in 1978 and was appointed to the same 
position at Pimlico in 1984. 

North Pole's first winner 

North Pole's first starter from his first crop 
of foals won first time out at Bowie last 
month. Inroads, a 2-year-old filly, registered 



by a half-length in the colors of William R. 
Harris while completing the five-furlong dis¬ 
tance in :59%. 

North Pole is an 8-year-old son of North¬ 
ern Dancer and stands at Jerry Hoffberger's 
Sunset Hill Farm as the property of a syndi¬ 
cate. His live foal stud fee was $5,000 in 1985. 

Himself a winner of three races (two in 
Ireland, one at Monmouth Park), North Pole 
is a half-brother to stakes winners Julie's Bet 
and Vickie's Champ. North Pole's second 
dam is *Tularia who produced champion 2- 
year-old Honest Pleasure ($839,997) and 
stakes winners For the Moment ($337,483) 
and Hop Hop ($61,312). 

North Pole's first crop consists of eight 
fillies and four colts, according to The Jockey 
Club's foal book. 

Lady Dulcinea dies at 22 

Ryehill Farm's Lady Dulcinea, dam of the 
1980 champion 2-year-old filly Heavenly 
Cause, died late last month, one day after 
foaling a colt by Caveat. By Nantallah out of 
Shy Dancer by Bolero, the 22-year-old mare 
had been owned by Ryehill Farm since 1972. 

James P. Ryan, owner of Ryehill Farm, 
reports that the mare's Caveat foal has been 
placed on a nurse mare and is doing well. 
Mr. Ryan says Lady Dulcinea collapsed and 
died about 12 hours after foaling. It is be¬ 
lieved that she was the victim of a heart at¬ 
tack. 

Purchased from Jacques Wimpfheimer 
privately 13 years ago. Lady Dulcinea pro¬ 
duced one champion and another major 
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What's New continued 


stakes winner for Ryehill. Her champion. 
Heavenly Cause, earned $622,481. Her other 
major stakes winner. Quixotic Lady, earned 
$554,239. 

Additionally, the mare produced stakes- 
placed My Lady Love ($37,021) for Ryehill. 
Her first foal in 1970 was Jacques Who, a 
stakes winner of $186,740 in Mr. Wimpf- 
heimer's colors. 

E.T. McLean Timonium's secretary 

E.T. McLean Jr. has been named racing 
secretary and handicapper for Timonium's 
August 24-September 2 meeting of 10 days. 

McLean, who is 46 and has served in many 
official capacities during the past 15 years, 
replaces Tommy Baker, who chose not to 
return this season. 

McLean, who serves as paddock judge 
and timer at Maryland's major tracks, had 
been Baker's assistant at Timonium for the 
past two years. 

Pimlico's summer stakes 

Eleven stakes worth $450,000 have been 
scheduled for the 49-day summer meeting at 
Pimlico which begins Monday, July 15. 

Pimlico will race from July 15 through Fri¬ 
day, August 23, then Maryland racing shifts 
to Timonium for the ten-day Fair meeting, 
returning to Pimlico Tuesday, September 3 
and continuing through Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 21. 

"We've put together a schedule which 
should be attractive to the horsemen," said 
Pimlico's director of racing, Lawrence J. Ab- 
bundi. "We've carded four turf stakes and 
four 2-year-old stakes." Three of the 2-year- 
old events are for Maryland-breds, including 
the $40,000-added Challedon Stakes, at one 
mile on the turf. 

"The Pimlico management has revived the 
names of several stakes and added a few 
which have historic significance to the 
track," Abbundi added. 

The Challedon Stakes, named for the 
Maryland-bred winner of the 1939 Preak- 
ness, will be run Saturday, September 24, 
while the $50,000-added Survivor Stakes, 
named for the winner of the first Preakness 
in 1873, will be run Saturday, July 20. 


The Survivor is for 3-year-olds at one mile 
and one-sixteenth on the turf and carries a 
$20,000 Breeders' Cup bonus. The race was 
last run in 1980 at the same distance on the 
main track but was restricted to Maryland- 
breds. 

Pimlico opens infield weekly 

Pimlico will make its infield open to the 
public every Saturday during its summer 
meeting. "We hope to create a picnic atmo¬ 
sphere," said Chick Lang Jr., Pimlico's pub¬ 
licity director. 

Lang added that the track will provide a 
softball diamond, volleyball courts, basket¬ 
ball nets and refreshment stands in addition 
to live entertainment. 

"The same rules which we use as guide¬ 
lines for the Preakness infield will be in effect 
during our summer Saturday infield pro¬ 
grams," Lang added. 

Fans will be allowed to bring canned beer, 
soda and plastic containers and hibachis for 
barbecuing. No glass containers of any type, 
or kegs of beer, will be allowed to be brought 
into the infield. 

"Having the infield open on Saturday 
gives people another alternative when 
they're deciding what to do," said Lang. 
"They can come to the track as a family or 
with a group, have a picnic, play a little vol¬ 
leyball, listen to a band and watch the races. 

"The crowds will be nowhere near the 
crush of Preakness Day. There will be a lot of 
room for everyone." 

The 49-day summer meeting continues 
through Saturday, September 21. There will 
be a 10-day hiatus from August 24 through 
September 2 when racing shifts to Timon¬ 
ium, then moves back to Pimlico on Tues¬ 
day, September 3. 

The cost for the infield will be $3, the same 
as the grandstand. Children under 6 are ad¬ 
mitted free. Post time is 1 p.m. Gates open at 
11 a.m.

Doubly Clear had only just passed the three- 
eighths marker in Monmouth's Select Handicap 
wnen his young owner turned her back on the 
scene and headed toward the bam. 

"He was next to last," recounts Judy Bujnicki, the 
27-year-old owner from Bethlehem (Pa.) who also 
serves as the storybook gelding's groom and hot- 
walker. "I couldn't stand to watch any more." 
Fortunately, Mrs. Bujnicki's friend pulled her 
back for the rest of the race, and Judy went on to 
watch last year's 2-year-old Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion achieve one of the most spectacular finishes 
of his career. 

"To say that he won by a length doesn't really 
begin to describe it," says Mrs. Bujnicki. "The first 
three horses (Isle of Crete, Lord Carlos and Regal 
Count) were spread wide across the track coming 
down the stretch, and Doubly Clear had to go 
around them. Then he got pushed even wider. 
But he just kept coming on, really eating up 
ground to the finish." 


Cariying second high weight of 120 pounds. Dou¬ 
bly Clear was making his second 1985 start in the 
$40,000 Select. (Two weeks later he finished 
fourth in the $75,000 Riva Ridge Stakes at Belmont 
Park.) His seasonal debut came in the $50,000 Bold 
Reasoning Handicap at Garden State, in which he 
finished a well-beaten seventh to older horses. 
Mrs. Bujnicki and trainer Steve Rowan had not 
pinned much hope on the Bold Reasoning, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Bujnicki: "We used that (earlier 
race) as a glorified workout." 

Winner of four stakes, including the Grade 2 
$200,000 Sapling at 2 last year, Doubly Clear has 
heaped unexpected fame and fortune on Mrs. Buj¬ 
nicki who purchased him for $1,500 at the Mary¬ 
land October Yearling sale. 

"I can't believe it, but it looks like he's about to 
have another great year," comments Judy. Fol¬ 
lowing his victory in the Kindergarten Stakes at 
Keystone last September. Doubly Clear placed 
fourth (to Mighty Appealing, Cutlass Reality and 
Rhoman Rule) in the Grade 1 $100,000 Laurel Fu¬ 
turity and third in the $25,000 Dragoon Stakes at 
Keystone. He ended up his 2-year-old campaign 
with a stinging last-place defeat in Bowie's Juve¬ 
nile Stakes the day after Christmas. 

Although he reported in sore in his final two starts 
last year, DoudIv Clear is "training better than 
ever," says Mrs. Bujnicki. "He's more mature this 
year, both physically and mentally. Last year he 
raced on natural ability; now he's starting to learn." 

As an aside, Mrs. Bujnicki says she has used part 
of Doubly Clear's earnings to add two more hors¬ 
es to her stable: a point-to-point candidate whom 
she may ride herself, and an $8,500 claimer named 
Admiral's Gin who spent the winter in Florida 
after having knee surgery last fall. "Now I've seen 
both sides of the coin," comments Judy. "The 
horse I hardly paid anything for (Doubly Clear) 
has turned out great beyond my wildest expecta¬ 
tions, and my real expensive horse—$8,500 is still 
a lot of money to me—hasn't even been able to 
train on the race track since I've had him."

One of the most popular stars of the recent Pimlico 
meeting was Owned by All, the 5-year-old vet¬ 
eran female campaigner who has accomplished 
wonders for her 22-member syndicate from Ash¬ 
land (Va.). 

Victorious in the $50,000 Geisha Handicap earlier 
in the month. Owned by All came back on May 25 
to win the Hocarline Handicap by a determined 
one and one-quarter length margin. Coupled as 
an entry in botn races with stablemate Final Chap¬ 
ter, the Richard Small-trained mare went off at 
odds of 1-3 in the unrestricted Flocarline. Rated 
behind the pace up until the far turn. Owned by 
All drew past Capp Ice and Miss Arrowood in the 
upper stretch and wore down Linka at the close. 
Final Chapter ended up third in the field of five 
older fillies and mares. The race was run in frac¬ 
tions of :23, :46%, 1:10%, 1:35% and 1:42. 

It was the second year in a row Owned by All had 
won the Flocarline—a race named in honor of the 
first filly ever to win the Preakness (in 1903). 

Owned by All's record for the Pimlico meeting 
consists of three starts, two stakes wins (one in 
unrestricted company) and one stakes second. On 
April 5, she deadheated for second (with stable- 
mate Epilogue) in Count My Love's tightly con¬ 
tested Jennings Handicap, while defeating Out¬ 
spoken and Kattegat's Pride. 

In addition. Owned by All had two outings at 
Garden State this spring, gaining one four and 
three-quarter length victory and another second- 
place finish, both in allowance company. 

A $6,200 purchase at the 1982 Maryland Spring 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale. Owned by All 
has earned $281,118 in four years of racing. Of that 
amount, $66,320 resulted from the 1985 Pimlico 
spring meeting.

In what was by far her most impressive perform¬ 
ance to date, Alden's Ambition drew off to a re¬ 
sounding eight-length triumph in Pimlico's 
$30,000 Jameela Stakes. Hal C.B. Clagett's 4-year- 
old homebred daughter of Maryland sire John 
Alden took command at the first turn after press¬ 
ing Spangled Dancer through the first quarter in 
:22%, ana aired after reaching the half-mile mark¬ 
er, in fractions of :45M>, :57M> and 1:09%. Her final 
time equaled the Pimlico track record set in 1970. 



For You and Me, winner of Laurel's Martinetta 
Stakes last March, rallied to a second-place finish, 
defeating Breathless Wind by a head. Favorite Via 
Venito reported in another five lengths back, as 
Seas'n Seeker and Spangled Dancer completed 
the field. Alden's Ambition earned $20,670 for her 
first added-money success. The victory was fol¬ 
lowed by a game third in the Candy Eclair Stakes 
at Monmouth in mid-June. 

Alden's Ambition is the fourth stakes winner to 
appear from John Alden's three small crops of 
racing age. She was also the second John Alden- 
sired runner bred by Hal Clagett to record a stakes 
victory during the month of May. Little Bold John, 
bred by Mr. Clagett and currently owned by John 
Owens, became the first in winning the Edward L. 
Blake Memorial Stakes at Charles Town on May 
11 .

Fair Hill's Navigate Steeplechase represented the 
second victory in a row for Le Sauteur, the tal¬ 
ented young jumper who tied for top honors 
among Maryland-bred 'chasers last year. 

A 6-year-old owned by Marianne and David Mc¬ 
Daniel, of North East (Md.), Le Sauteur stalked 
fellow Maryland-bred Eremite by one length or 
less from the start of the two and three-sixteenth 
mile Navigate all the way to the final fence. The 
two horses jumped the last fence side by side, but 
Le Sauteur drew off in the closing strides to win by 
one and three-quarter lengths. Chammsky rallied 
to a courageous third, followed by Val de la 
Meuse, Kalecki, Huallatiri and Falcon's Glen. Le 
Sauteur, who was ridden by Bemie Houghton, 
shared top weight of 156 pounds with favored 
Eremite in his third career stakes win. Victory in 
the Navigate netted $12,000. 

"Le Sauteur's race at Fair Hill was as good or 
better than his performance in (the prestigious) 
Midsummer Handicap last year," comments Mrs. 
McDaniel. "He was never threatened in the Mid¬ 


summer, but the Navigate was so close. He didn't 
put in a wrong fence in either race, but he faced a 
lot more contention this time." 

Le Sauteur's last race prior to the Navigate was the 
Tanglewood Cup at Clemmons, S.C., which he 
won by six lengths over Eremite and Nor Bay. 
Earlier in the year, he finished fifth in Double 
Reefed's Delta Airlines-Bear Steams Cup at At¬ 
lanta, and third (behind Spin the Top and Nor 
Bay) in an allowance event at Tryon. 

Officially bred by Mrs. McDaniel's father, Alfred 
H. Smith Jr., Le Sauteur was raised by Marianne 
McDaniel. "He was my husband's riding horse for 
a while before he started racing," says Mrs. Mc¬ 
Daniel. "Now my husband is without a riding 
horse." Le Sauteur is relatively small for a jumper, 
standing about 16 hands, but he is "built like a 
tank," according to Mrs. McDaniel, whose grand¬ 
father, Alfred Smith, campaigned the great Tus- 
calee. "He's turning out better than any of us 
could have dreamed."

Alden's Ambition continued 

Alden's Ambition, who was grand champion of 
the 1982 Maryland Horse Breeders Yearling 
Show, represents the fourth generation of her 
family to race for Mr. Clagett, an Upper Marlboro 
(Md.) attorney and longtime horse breeder. Her 
fourth dam, Aceinthehole (a foal of 1947), was one 
of the first Thoroughbreds Mr. Clagett ever 
owned. Purchased from the Ray Bryson estate in 
the mid-1950s, Aceinthehole eventually became 
the granddam—through her daughter Principia— 
of stakes winner and local sire King of Fools 
($218,965). 

Aceinthehole's daughter Aceinthepark, a winner 
at 2 and 3, became the dam of five-time winner 

Aceinrest, who in turn produced seven foals, six 
of whom were winners.

$2,200 at the 1983 Maryland December Mixed sale, 
and a Lyllos colt named Lyllos Ambition which 
Mr. Clagett still owns. Barren for 1985, Ambitious 
Ace has been examined in foal to John Alden.

A winner of three stakes, including the rich Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Championship at 2 last year, Bea 
Quality continues to be one of the most hard- 

hitting Maryland-bred campaigners of his genera¬ 
tion. 

The Steward Mitchell-trained gelding, who has 
never been worse than third in any of his 13 starts, 
notched his first unrestricted stakes win when he 
defeated a field of eight 3-year-old rivals in the 
Grade 3 Long Branch Stakes at Monmouth on 
June 1. 

Benefiting from an outstanding ride by jockey 
Chris Antley, Bea Quality was held behind pace¬ 
setters Sport Jet and Bold Johu for the first six 
furlongs. Nearing the five-sixteenths pole, Sport 
Jet drifted out slightly. Antley seized the oppor¬ 
tunity to hustle Bea Quality through on the rail, 
and overcame Sport Jet in the stretch to score by 
one and one-half lengths. Ice and Fire rallied to be 
third, four lengths in front of Take It On the Lam. 
Bold Johu wound up a tired fifth, while Rap- 
pashod, winner of the Woodlawn Stakes-G3 his 
last time out, reported in next-to-last. 

Third choice in the wagering, Bea Quality re¬ 
turned $8.80 on a winning ticket. Winner's share 
of the purse was $34,980. 

The Long Branch Stakes-G3 was Bea Quality's 
fourth outing in 1985. His last start prior to the 
Long Branch was the second division of the 
$40,000 Woodlawn Stakes-G3 at Pimlico on May 

4, in which he placed a close third behind Rap- 
pashod and Forward Observer. On April 13, Bea 
Quality was runner-up to Sparrowvon in the 
$100,000 Federico Tesio Stakes at Pimlico, and on 
May 16 he won an allowance race at Pimlico. 

Bea Quality, a half-brother to stakes-placed Bright 
Talisman ($78,291), is the first stakes winner for 
his sire, Baederwood, a 10-year-old Tentam stud 
who recentlv moved from Dennis Brown's farm in 
Culpeper (Va.) to a farm in Ontario, Canada. Bea 
Quality was bred by Fred A. Greene Jr. and part¬ 
ners H. Steward Mitchell and the late Tony 
Aquilla under the name of A.G.M. Stables. Al¬ 
though Greene and Mitchell sold Bea Quality's 
dam. Miss Quality, privately in 1983, they still 
own his 2-year-old half-sister, San Remo, by 
Christopher R.

After finishing a creditable third behind Koluc- 
too's Jill and Denver Express in Pimlico's Black-

Carrying co-high weight of 119 pounds, 
A Joyful Spray boosted her earnings by $17,404 in 
her secona added-money success. Less than two 
weeks later she placed second to Apalgaffey as 
odds-on-favorite in the Caesar's Wish Stakes at 
Bowie. 

Winner of five races out of eleven starts, A Joyful 
Spray has proved a model of consistency since 
breaking her maiden last November at Laurel. She 
has finished out of the money only once—that 
occasion being a fifth behind Appealing Girl, 
Something, Martins Choice and Stay Home in 
Bowie's Kindergarten Stakes last December. Dis- 
atched at longshot odds of 17-1 in the Black-Eyed 
usan, A Joyful Spray managed to come within a 
length and a quarter of the winner, although her 
race was marred by a series of disruptions includ¬ 
ing crowding at the start. 

A Joyful Spray's sire. Joyful Charger, stands for

Tent Up's sharp come-from-behind score in the 
$100,000 Ben Franklin Handicap at Garden State 
marked his second major stakes achievement this 
spring. 

The 3-year-old Shelter Half colt, currently a stand¬ 
out among Maryland-bred turf contenders, 
boosted his lifetime earnings by $63,540 while out- 
finishing a field of nine other colts and geldings in 
the rich mile and one-sixteenth test at Garden 
State. His final time of 1:42% was only one second 
slower than the track record. 

Sent off at odds of 12.40-1, Tent Up held an out¬ 
side position well behind the frontrunning Take It 
On the Lam until passing the first turn. At that 
point, jockey Chris Antley steered Tent Up to the 
rail. Taking advantage of a large opening which 
appeared along the inside entering the stretch. 
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Tent Up continued 

Antley pushed through and roused Tent Up to a 
neck victory over Take It On the Lam. Recent 
Saranac Stakes-G2 winner Equalize crossed the 
wire another two lengths back, a comfortable mar¬ 
gin in front of fourth place finisher Foligno. Two- 
to-1 favorite Verification, a multiple stakes winner 
who had finished second (to Equalize) in the 
Saranac Stakes-G2 his last time out, wound up a 
weakening fifth. 

Victorious in Pimlico's Grade 3 Woodlawn Stakes 
on the turf in May, Tent Up has won four of his six 


outings on the grass. He won going away in his 
turf debut, a mile-long allowance event at Laurel 
last October, and came back the following month 
to capture the Pilgrim Stakes-G3 at Aqueduct. 

Bred and raced by Fourbros Stable (a partnership 
consisting of Geoffrey and George Huguely and 
Robert and Tommy Manfuso), Tent Up is one of 
three stakes winners from Shelter Half's first crop. 
Shelter Half stands at Glade Valley Farms in Fred¬ 
erick (Md.), where he had a full book in 1985.

Westward Ho became the first Maryland-bred 2- 
year-old stakes winner of the season when he 
took the unrestricted Primer Stakes at Bowie on 
June 8. 

The John Tammaro Ill-trained colt was making his 
second start in the $25,000 Primer; his debut had 
been a maiden event at Monmouth on May 31, in 
which he led all the way to score by two and 
one-half lengths. The only Maryland-bred in the 
field of six colts for the juvenile stakes at Bowie, 
Westward Ho sped to an early lead and wired the 
field once more in fractions of :22Vs; :46%, :59% 
and 1:06%. Second by a length was another sec¬ 
ond-time starter. Avenging Storm, followed by 
Conditioner and Derby Party. Westward Ho paid 
$8.80 as second choice in the betting behind 9-5 
favorite Bold Blue, who had won the Affirmed 
Stakes at Rockingham in his previous start. Bold 
Blue fractured a cannon bone during the first 
quarter-mile. 


Purchased at the Eastern Fall Selected Yearling 
sale last September for $4,500 by Rainbow Farm 
owner Beatrice Tammaro, wife of John Tammaro 
III, Westward Ho was bred by Ron M. Linton, a 
Washington (D.C.) area business man and lob¬ 
byist. Mr. Linton, who boards his broodmares at 
Alan S. Kline's Honey Acres Farm in Boyds (Md.) 
has bred horses on a small scale since 1979. West¬ 
ward Ho is the first stakes winner he has to his 
credit, although he was the breeder of multiple 
stakes-placed O'Happy Day ($176,620, 2nd 
$250,000 Hollywood Starlet Stakes, etc.). 

Westward Ho's dam, Pegande by Impressive, is 
the first broodmare Linton ever owned. From 
Pegande, Mr. Linton has also bred the Good John 
colts Johny Imp, a winner of $37,209, and Candy 
John, winner of $24,342. Both of these colts were 
lost by Mr. Linton in claiming races. A half-sister 
to staxes-winning Hungria, who was a champion 
at 3 in Mexico, Pegande is out of a full sister to 
Titled Hero ($214,690, 3-year-old champion in 
Canada). 

"It was because of Pegande's Canadian breeding 
that we decided to try a match with Briartic," 
explains Mr. Linton. "And the result was West¬ 
ward Ho." A stakes-winning son of Nearctic, 
Westward Ho's sire Briartic stands at Gardiner 
Farm in Ontario, Canada, for $5,000 live foal.

Mr. and Mrs. Edward Houghton's homebred Cas- 
telets—a big roan gelding who unexpectedly blos¬ 
somed into a graded stakes winner last year at the 
age of 5—came up with another impressive tally in 
his division of Monmouth's $40,000 Red Bank 
Handicap. 

Castelets grabbed an early lead, held off a serious 
challenge from eventual fourth-place finisher 
Ringside in mid-stretch, and prevailed to finish a 
neck to the good of rallying favorite Evzone. 
Gothic Revival came on to be third. In spite of the 
fact that Castelets had triumphed by seven lengths 
in his previous start, an allowance race at Pimlico 
on May 25, the Maryland-bred returned $15 for his 
recent victory at Monmouth. Final rime for the 
mile-long turf event was 1:37 over a firm course. 

Describing her horse as a "real character," Mrs. 
Houghton said: "He's so quiet and sound and

sensible, it's amazing. He cleans up his feed after 
every race and comes into the paddock completely 
relaxed. He's a piece of hardware from his knees 
down. As a yearling, his legs were so crooked that 
we sent him up to the New Bolton Center, where 
they did corrective surgery. He has all these pins 
in his legs, but he's never had a serious soundness 
problem." 

Unraced at 2, Castelets won a maiden special race 
at Meadowlands as a 3-year-old and placed in five 
other races, before shin problems sent him back to 
Mr. and Mrs. Houghton's Buckingham Farm for 
the 1983 season. In late 1983, Castelets was 
launched into a brief career as a jumper. The geld¬ 
ing went on to place at several hunt meets in 
Virginia. Then his owners switched him back to 
flat racing in the spring of 1984. Castelets immedi¬ 
ately won an allowance race at Pimlico. And by 
year's end he had earned $88,684, while register¬ 
ing victories in Delaware's Royal Vale Handicap 
and the $50,000 Pennsylvania Governor's Cup 
Handicap-G3 at Penn National. 

Earlier this year, Castelets gained thirds in Bow¬ 
ie's Resolution Handicap (to Light Spirits and 
Chocolate Dancer) and Goss L. Stryker Handicap 
(behind Island Champ and Epilogue). 


A half-brother to Fed Funds ($267,828), Castelets 
is out of Miss Buffum, who is a full sister to the 
dam of multiple stakes winner Highland Blade 
($998,858). Castelets' sire, King's Bishop, stood at 
Windfields Farm for $25,000 live foal before his 
death in 1981.

Dispatched as 12-10 favorite in the field of 11 older 
fillies and mares, Concordene challenged the lead 
during the second turn, then surged forward in 
the final furlong and drew clear to a two and 
one-half length score in the mile-long Myrtle¬ 
wood. Victory in the Myrtlewood boosted Con- 
cordene's lifetime earnings by $17,250. Then three 
weeks later, she earned $17,440 for finishing sec¬ 
ond (by one and one-half lengths) in the $50,000

Concordene is the 286th stakes winner bred by 
E.P. Taylor. Sold for $235,000 at the Keeneland 
July Yearling sale, she has raced throughout her 
career for Marvin L. Warner. 

Nocturnal Spree (Ire) was 
purchased by George Blackwell as agent for E.P. 
Taylor for $212,496 at Newmarket in 1975. Winner 
of the 1975 English One Thousand Guineas-Gl, 
Nocturnal Spree (Ire) is a half-sister to Tootens, a 
Group 1 winner in France. Although Nocturnal 
Spree has produced six other foals, including 3- 
year-old Multi System (by The Minstrel), who 
brought $625,000 at the 1983 Keeneland Summer 
sale, Concordene is her first winner.

With the help of a superb rating job by jockey 
Greg Hutton, Apalgaffey used Bowie's Caesar's 
Wish Stakes to turn the tables on arch-rival A 
Joyful Spray. 

Alan S. Kline's homebred filly wore down the 
early opposition in Pimlico's Hilltop Stakes last 


April, only to fall victim to A Joyful Spray's closing 
rally. Ana two months later, the pattern was du¬ 
plicated in the Queenstown Stakes on opening 
day at Bowie. Apalgaffey had been runner-up in 
each of A Joyful Spray's two stakes wins, prior to 
their latest match, and in each instance A Joyful 
Spray had managed to draw clear by a significant 
margin. 

"We decided to change our tactics," Apalgaffey's 
trainer Jack Kousin commented in print after his 
filly's recent success. "I told Greg (Hutton) to save 
Apalgaffey as much as he possibly could early, 
and then move the same time A Joyful Spray did." 

With Apalgaffey reserved under a taut hold, the 
opening six furlongs of the Caesar's Wish ticked 
by in the remarkably slow fractions of :24%, :49% 
and 1:14. Never more than a length and a half 
behind early leader Esprit Detente, Apalgaffey 
took command on the far turn, opened a wide 
margin, and reached the finish line five lengths in 
front. A Joyful Spray, the choice at odds of 3-10, 
rallied in the stretch to be second by two lengths 
over Escanaba. Next in order of finish in the field 
of six Maryland-bred 3-year-old fillies were Che- 
sire Kitten, North witch, and Esprit Detente. Final 
time for the mile and one-sixteenth was 1:45%. 
Apalgaffey returned $8 as next-favorite. 

A daughter of Apalachee, who stood the 1985 
season at Gainesway Farm in Kentucky for a 
$10,000 live foal fee, Apalgaffey is out of the Inten¬ 
tionally mare Gaffey, the dam of seven other 
foals, six winners, including Mr. Charger 
($71,901). 

Since getting into the horse business in 1971, Mr. 
Kline has campaigned a number of other stakes- 
winning homebreds, including Contrary Rose

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TAX REFORM PROPOSALS 


1. Elimination of "Preproductive Period" Expense Deductions 

2. Elimination of Capital Gain Treatment for Horses 

The tax reform proposal revealed by President Regan contains provisions 
which would seriously and unfairly impact people and businesses involved with 
horses. These provisions deserve your attention and your action. 

The major tax-writing committees in Congress, the House Ways and Means 
and Senate Finance Committees, are actively considering the tax reform package 
at this time. While the prospects for passage remain uncertain, it is critical for people 
in the horse business to voice their opinions about these damaging provisions immediately 
by contacting their Congressional representatives and/or members of these com¬ 
mittees. 

1. Preproductive Expenses 

The proposal states that costs associated with raising plants or livestock 
(other than animals held for slaughter) may not be deducted until the asset in 
question either becomes productive or is sold, unless this "preproductive" period 
is less than two years. In the case of horses, the preproductive period would begin 
at the time of breeding or embryo implantation (or at the time the animal is 
acquired) and would end when the animal became productive—ready to perform 
its intended function—or was sold. 

Because most horses do not become productive within two years of concep¬ 
tion, the effect of this proposal is to deny a current deduction for all costs 
(including stud fees) or producing most foals. Only if you were sure you would 
sell a foal within 24 months of conception could you take these current deduc¬ 
tions. The practical effects of this proposal would be to create (1) a serious, 
perhaps devastating, cash flow problem for many breeders and owners whose 
deductions would be delayed by a number of years; and (2) a bookkeeping 
nightmare in which all costs (including pre-birth expenses) associated with horse 
production would have to be allocated on a per-foal basis throughout this prepro¬ 
ductive period. 

2. Capital Gain Treatment for Horses 

The proposal eliminates capital gain treatment on the sale of all business 
property, including horses held for breeding, racing, showing or draft purposes. 
All business income would be taxed as ordinary income. 

In view of the high-risk nature of the horse business and the fact that under 
present law horses are eligible for capital gain treatment only if the animal is held 
for at least 24 months (as compared to six months for most other assets), it would 
be uniquely damaging to horse owners and breeders to lose this consideration 
while other investment-type assets such as stocks and bonds would remain 
eligible for capital gain treatment. 
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ACTION RECOMMENDATION 

While there are other aspects of the proposed tax revision which could prove 
troublesome to our business, we believe these two provisions are of particular 
consequence. The American Horse Council urges you to: 

1. Write a letter to your representative(s) expressing your opposition to 
these aspects of the president's tax proposal; AND/OR 

2. Write letters to House Ways and Means and Senate Finance Committee 
members from your state expressing this same opposition. 

We would appreciate receiving from you a letter copy or separate letter 
indicating to whom you have written, so that we may follow up with them. We 
thank you for your efforts on behalf of your horse industry.

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President's 

Report 

A meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
May 28, 1985, in the MHBA's offices at 201 
West Padonia road, Timonium, Md. 

The president, Kimball C. Firestone, called 
the meeting to order at 7:15 p.m. 

Present were: William Albright, Frank A. 
Bonsai Jr., Kimball C. Firestone, Jerold C. 
Hoffberger, King T. Leatherbury, James F. 
Lewis III, Robert T. Manfuso, J.W.Y. Martin 
Jr., Betty Shea Miller, John C. Mobberley, 
Joseph P. Pons Jr., Katharine M. Voss. 

Absent were: Frank Hopkins, James P. 
Ryan, James V. Stewart. 

The president began the meeting by wel¬ 
coming new Board members Albright, 
Leatherbury, Manfuso and Pons. 

He then stated that the MHBA's attorney, 
John MacColl, from the law firm of Piper & 
Marbury, was present and would give a re¬ 
port on sales problems. 

MacColl then distributed to the Board 
members a memorandum. For the next 35 
minutes he responded to questions from 
Board members. His presentation ended 
with his assurance that he would report back 
to the MHBA's president or its general man¬ 
ager on the problems at two week intervals. 

Mr. MacColl then departed. The president 
next asked for a motion to approve the min¬ 
utes of the previous meeting. Mr. Mobberley 
so moved, seconded by Ms. Voss. The mo¬ 
tion passed unanimously. 

The president noted that the annual elec¬ 
tion of officers was due to be held at this 
meeting. He accordingly thanked the Board 
for the support given him during his terms of 
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office and noted that he did not choose to 
stand for re-election. He then asked for 
nominations to the office of president. Mr. 
Lewis nominated Ms. Voss. The nomination 
was seconded by Mrs. Miller. There being no 
other nominations, Ms. Voss was elected 
unanimously. Mr. Firestone then nominated 
Mr. Lewis for the office of vice-president. 
Mr. Martin seconded the nomination. There 
being no other nominations, Mr. Lewis was 
unanimously elected. Ms. Voss nominated 
Mrs. Miller for the office of secretary-trea¬ 
surer. Mr. Leatherbury seconded the mo¬ 
tion. There being no other nominations, 
Mrs. Miller was elected unanimously. 

Mr. Firestone then stepped from his chair 
at the head of the Board table, turning it over 
to Ms. Voss. 

Mrs. Miller moved that Mr. Firestone be 
commended for his work as president of the 
MHBA during the past three years, noting 
that he had guided the association through 
"turbulent waters" and that the MHBA was 
now a better organization as the result of 
Firestone's efforts. Mr. Hoffberger seconded 
the motion which passed unanimously. 

Ms. Voss next reported on the Maryland 
Fund. She noted that the Maryland Racing 
Commission will consider proposed changes 
in the Fund at its meeting of June 19. Those 
changes have the unanimous endorsement 
of the MHBA's Board of Directors and also 
the unanimous endorsement of the Mary¬ 
land Fund Committee. But, the president 
noted, Fendall Clagett, a former president of 
the HBPA, is opposing the changes. At the 
commission's March meeting Mr. Clagett 
had requested of the commission that no 
changes be made until after the MHBA's 
general membership meeting in May. The 
commission's chairman. Bill Furey, had 
granted that request. Accordingly, at the 
May general membership meeting Mr. Clag¬ 
ett had explained his objections. A vote had 
been called by Mr. Firestone and the 
MHBA's proposals were approved on a vote 
of 24 to 9 by those present. Also voting for 
the MHBA's proposed changes were 163 
proxies. After the vote was taken, Mr. Mar¬ 
tin Bernstein moved that the entire member¬ 
ship be polled by mail with a non-binding 
vote as to whether it supports the position of 
the MHBA's Board of Directors. The motion

carried on a vote of 20 to 18. Ms. Voss stated 
that the polling was now in progress and that 
early returns (on self-addressed postal 
cards) showed 112 members favoring the 
MHBA's position and 76 favoring Clagett's. 

Mr. Carter said he had a suggestion re¬ 
garding the owner bonus program and 
asked the Board to consider it. He said that 
some of the criticism directed at owners' 
bonuses was that they don't have a fixed 
percentage, varying from 25 per cent to 
sometimes as much as 40 per cent. He sug¬ 
gested that the percentage be fixed at 25 per 
cent with the dollars shown in the condition 
books and on the programs. Ms. Voss re¬ 
plied that we now use a symbol in the condi¬ 
tion book to designate any races to which an 
owner's bonus applies, with an explanation 
in the book that the bonus is approximately 
25 per cent. It is hoped that this would ad¬ 
dress the problem of lack of visibility of the 
owner's bonus program. She felt that Mr. 
Carter's suggestion was more complicated 
from an administrative standpoint, in addi¬ 
tion to requiring complete restructuring of 


the Maryland Fund rules. The Board sup¬ 
ported her position. 

Mr. Carter next noted the complaints of 
several persons who voted against the 
MHBA position. He specifically mentioned 
Stuart Janney, Ben Cohen and Ray Vogel- 
man and set forth some of their objections to 
the owner bonus program. The Board noted 
these complaints but remained firm in its 
previously taken position.

Mary Thomas was called on by the presi¬ 
dent to present her proposal regarding soft¬ 
ware for the Maryland Fund checks. She ac¬ 
cordingly distributed to the Board copies of 
her proposal. After brief discussion, the 
Board unanimously approved Ms. Thomas's 
proposal and specifically allocated funds for 
the purchase of the necessary software. The 
motion was made by Mr. Hoffberger, sec¬ 
onded by Mr. Mobberley. 

Mr. Carter informed the Board that the 
TOBA plans to give annually an award 
which will honor within each state the men 
and women who have been the most suc¬ 
cessful in racing their own homebreds.

tapes. He said tapes on such breeding tech¬ 
niques as weaning, handling of stallions and 
broodmares, etc., can be bought from the 
Blood-Horse for $119 each.

Potomac horse fever, a deadly diarrheal 
disorder, was identified in 1979 in the 
Potomac River Valley area of Mary¬ 
land. It since has been found in several 
other states. Potomac area horseowners, 
alarmed by the spread of the seasonal 
affliction, banded together, raised 
money under the leadership of Sandie 
Cafritz, and asked Morris Animal Foun¬ 
dation to find the best scientists to study 
the disease. With the funds, the Foun¬ 
dation established studies at University 
of Pennsylvania, University of Illinois 
and Virginia-Maryland Regional College 
of Veterinary Medicine. University of 


Pennsylvania scientists learned that the 
disease is carried in the blood of a sick 
horse. University of Illinois investigators 
identified the cause as a previously un¬ 
known Ehrlichia. At Virginia-Maryland 
Regional College of Veterinary Medi¬ 
cine, the scientists found the organism 
in the wall of the intestine of a sick 
horse. Studies now focus on treatment 
and prevention. Investigators from the 
various institutions continue to meet 
on a regular basis to compare work, 
another example of how Morris 
Animal Foundation responds to the 
needs of horse owners and breeders.

Draft Horse Notes 



• Rumor has it that four black purebred 
Percherons have been sold to Colonial Wil¬ 
liamsburg, Va. They will work in the re¬ 
stored area pulling carriages and generally 
just being admired and petted. It seems 
more and more people are switching to the 
coldbloods. Could be they're more consis¬ 
tent and placid. 

• Some horse show etiquette for drafters: 
Always have your horse fattened up before 
show time. Then you won't have to say he 
fretted on the van and lost weight or he 
didn't like the water and hadn't drunk since 
he left home (45 minutes ago). 

Be ready for the class when the announcer 
says "bring them in." If the judge is on the 
job, he will be watching when the horses 
enter through the gate and start that long 
walk around the ring. If your horse has a 
smart trot, then bring your knees up to your 
belt line and let the horse trot on into the 
center of the ring. If you are first in, at least 
you have the attention of the entire audience 
and the judge. 

Try to keep your horse in the proper gear, 
walk or trot. When the horses are pulled in to 
the center and lined up, stand him at atten¬ 
tion. Try to get him balanced on his feet and 
each one on the right corner and looking 
straightahead. 

When you are asked to bring your horse 
out and walk straight away from the judge, 
go about 75 feet, turn, and trot back. Do it 
smartly and stay out of line of the judge's 
vision. 

Unless, of course, the horse is gimpy. 
Then you trot in front of the horse at all times 
and jerk him on the mouth and make him 
kick and run sideways, and maybe, just 
maybe, the judge won't notice the limp and 


will put you in the lineup because he looks 
pretty when standing. 

When turning your horse at the end of the 
walk away from the judge, always walk 
around the colt (turn to the right). This keeps 
the horse's hindquarters under him and 
keeps him balanced better. 

When it's fly time, put plenty of fly repel¬ 
lent on your horse to keep the flies off. The 
side benefit is that it takes off the last minute 
dust and puts a little glisten on the hair. 
Have mane and tail in nice, neat braids, and 
get rid of extra hair under the chin and neck. 
Just before going into the ring, rub a little 
Vaseline on your hands and wipe around the 
horse's eyes and nostrils. 

After the draft horse show at the Howard 
County Fair last August, one of the old boys 
who has been breeding, training, pulling 
and showing draft horses since his boyhood 
and who learned from his dad and grand¬ 
dad, commented that it appeared the major¬ 
ity of the people trying to show the drafters 
now have come up through the ranks of 
showing hunters and Thoroughbreds. 

According to him, our show ring etiquette 
isn't conducted according to draft horse 
showmanship standards. He went on to say, 
"The foals aren't brought into the ring with 
the broodmares. Just go to any of the big 
draft horse shows and see. And, further¬ 
more, you don't train the colt in the show 
ring, you do that back home at the bam." 

Within two weeks, I found myself hanging 
over the rail at the Canadian National Expo¬ 
sition watching a class of Belgian colt foals. 
Sure enough, there they stood, about 15 of 
them looking like they had been cloned. 
They stood squarely, where they had been 
placed by their handlers, who looked just as

neatly turned out as the handsome colts they 
were handling. No nickering broodmares 
were anywhere to be seen or heard and no 
desperate carrying-on from the colts. 

The handlers were generally wearing coat, 
shirt, tie, hat, and carrying a short whip in 
the left hand. Not many ladies were han¬ 
dling the colts, but those that were had 
turned out conservatively and attractively 
and were wearing sturdy, sensible shoes 
that made their footing secure, and when 
showing the horse at the trot, left the judge 
with the option to watch the horses, at least 
part of the time. 


The Maryland Draft Horse and Mule As¬ 
sociation has arranged for several draft horse 
and mule shows to be held at the various 
fairs around the state. Just remember when 
you take your horse out of the ring this bit of 
advice that was told to me many years ago. If 
you show horses long enough, you'll win 
some classes you don't deserve and lose 
some that you should have won, but it about 
evens out in the end!

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AHC elects Nixon chairman 

Corwin Nixon, chairman of the United 
States Trotting Association, was elected 
chairman of a newly expanded American 
Horse Council Board of Trustees at a meeting 
of the Board on June 4. The meeting took 
place in conjunction with AHC's 1985 con¬ 
vention in Washington, D.C. 

Nixon, a trustee of the Horse Council since 
1971, succeeds Albert Becker of the Ameri¬ 
can Quarter Horse Association as chairman 
of the body overseeing all AHC operations. 
Becker had served as chairman since his elec¬ 
tion in 1981. 

In addition to his extensive involvement in 
the Standardbred business, Nixon has been 
the minority leader of the Ohio House of 
Representatives since 1978 and has repre¬ 
sented Ohio's 84th District for 23 years. 

In a tribute to outgoing chairman Becker at 
the Horse Council's annual banquet on June 
4, AHC president R. Richards Rolapp char¬ 
acterized him as having been "'dedicated to 
the best interests of horse people at all times, 
always available and willing to offer leader¬ 
ship on our toughest issues." 

In other major moves, the AHC Board 
elected Ogden Mills Phipps, chairman of 
The Jockey Club, to the position of vice- 
chairman and voted to increase the number 
of seats on the Board to better represent the 
growing horse industry.

OWNER AWARDS are paid to the 
owner of any registered Maryland-bred 
winner, excluding the winners of stakes 
races and claiming races when the win¬ 
ner is entered for less than $25,000. The 
award is calculated at the conclusion of 
the meet and is approximately 25 per 
cent of the winner's share of the purse. 

When this shield appears next to 
a race in a condition book, it in¬ 
dicates that winner may qualify 
for an owner bonus. 

BREEDER AWARDS go to the win¬ 
ners of all races when that winner is 
registered as a Maryland-bred with the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 
These are also paid to the second, third 
and fourth finishers in stakes. Breeder 
awards amount to approximately 12 to 


15 per cent of the winner's share of the 
purse—or 12 to 15 per cent of the second, 
third and fourth money in stakes. 

STALLION AWARDS go to the 

registered Maryland stallions which 
were standing in Maryland when their 
winning Maryland-bred progeny was 
conceived and have not left Maryland for 
breeding purposes since siring that win¬ 
ner. Stallion awards amount to approxi¬ 
mately 6 to 8 per cent of money earned in 
the race by the registered Maryland-bred.

Suggested Guidelines On Running A Successful 
Horse Show, prepared by the Show Stan¬ 
dards Committee of the AHSA, Inc., is a 
wonder. Anyone who has ever helped on a 
horse show committee will ask why the book 
has been so long in coming and how organiz¬ 
ers ever did without it. 

The information packed into the volume's 
180 pages is utterly basic, practical facts and 
solutions to problems, as straightforward as 
the title. Furthermore, the AHSA has plans 
to make the book even better. Geared to 
being updated, the format is a handy-sized, 
approximately 8"x9" looseleaf notebook. 
The idea behind this styling is to allow 1) 
additional information to be added as it be¬ 
comes available, and 2) easy removal of each 
section or a couple of pages to be photo¬ 
copied and passed on to the person in charge 
of that particular area; i.e., courses or public¬ 
ity or jump crew, etc. "Mastering the 'nuts 
and bolts' of putting together a horse show, 
whether it be a one-day volunteer-run show 
or a major multiple-day show, is what this 
manual is about." 

The book is divided into tabbed sections 
on facilities for both human and equine ex¬ 
hibitors; necessary personnel and their func¬ 
tion; promotion; scheduling classes (includ¬ 
ing specific needs for special types of shows 
from multi-breed to combined training to 


hunter-jumper to Western to Arabian, Paso 
Fino, etc.); and finally, schooling: how 
much, where, how to control. 

The greatest number of pages (23) is de¬ 
voted to scheduling as this seems to be the 
bane of both management and exhibitor. The 
second biggest problem discussed is difficul¬ 
ties with facilities: poor footing, excessive 
dust, few restrooms, faulty public address 
system and inadequate schooling areas. 

The book speaks in explicit detail rather 
than generalities. For example, recommend¬ 
ed ring dimensions are given for various 
types of shows ranging from hunter-jumper 
to cutting horse. First-aid requirements and 
insurance protection are discussed as well as 
a set of fee guidelines for paid personnel 
(judges, announcers, etc.) and even suggest¬ 
ed special attractions. (The Anheuser-Busch 
sky divers, for example, are sure to make a 
big hit at your next local show, especially 
with the horses!) 

While the book is designed obviously for 
the AHSA recognized show circuit, nearly 
every facet considered can apply in one form 
or another to every horse show. In fact, for 
those volunteer organizers who are probably 
less well-versed in procedures and methods 
of operation than the professionals. Suggest¬ 
ed Guidelines ... is an invaluable reference 
tool worth many times the $25 price tag.

■ At the height of summer, local racing had 
come to a temporary standstill. A 52-day hia¬ 
tus separated the closing of Cumberland on 
June 25 from Hagerstown's August 17 start¬ 
ing date.

Making Social Outcast's victory 
all the more warming was the fact that the 
gelded son of Shut Out—Pansy by *Sickle is 
a Maryland-bred . . . William G. Helis, Jr.'s 
rapid Helioscope finished third, beaten two 
and one-quarter lengths under his burden of 
130 pounds . . . 


"Boston Doge, the widely-heralded speed 
merchant from Boston, kept a string of nine 
wins alive in winning the Governor's Gold 
Cup. Until Swaps came along, Boston Doge 
was the hottest item in Victory plates . . . 
(Boston Doge) is by The Doge, which Frank 
Bonsai trained for Pentagon Stable . . . 

"Laurel provided customers with a fleet¬ 
ing inspection of Montpelier's Saratoga, the 
temperamental ^Blenheim II colt which seri¬ 
ously threatened Nashua on several occa¬ 
sions. Saratoga was seen winning the 
Chesapeake Stakes before he tested the Bel- 
air colt's mettle in the Preakness. 

"The Laurel meeting also brought out a 
pair of 5-year-olds which figure to have a say 
in future stakes. Tahiti and Subahdar, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords, 
accounted for the Maryland Sprint and 
Laurel Handicaps. Both are now asserting 
their authority after having been sidelined 
with injuries as 3-year-olds . . .

Susan. . . 

'The following week the 'new' Dixie 
Handicap brought out George Gardiner's 
and Alberta Ranches' *St. Vincent, possibly 
America's premier turf course specialist. The 
English-bred *St. Vincent established a new 
American record for a mile and three-eighths 
on the grass in winning the Dixie ... 

"Nashua, Belair's brown bomber, com¬ 
pleted the cycle when he turned back seven 
others in the Preakness .. . 

"Helioscope, Social Outcast, Fisherman, 
Boston Doge, Saratoga, High Voltage, *St. 
Vincent and Nashua form a mighty array of 
equine talent, and Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico 
may well be proud of the sport they provided 
this spring." 

■ Shown on the cover was Breckinridge 
Long's good 3-year-old Maryland-bred colt 
Westward Ho, registering his first stakes 
score by a nose in the $25,000 Kent Stakes at 
Delaware Park. The late-charging son of 
Lochinvar—Loraine by ^Challenger II had ris¬ 
en to local prominence at 2, winning his only 
two starts and setting a new five-furlong 
track record (:59Vfe) at Pimlico. In early 1955, 
he had placed third in the Governor's Gold 
Cup at Bowie, but the Kent Stakes was his 
first stakes win. Later in the year. Westward 
Ho went on to win the Discovery Handicap 
at Aqueduct and place second in the Law¬ 
rence Realization at Belmont Park. He was to 
earn a then-impressive total of $87,080 for 
Mr. Long throughout his racing career.

$500 live foal fee. 

■ A review of the recent attendance and 
handle figures at Maryland's three major 
tracks showed Bowie to be the overall leader. 
The only one of the three which did not run 
up against out-of-state competition during 
its 1955 spring meeting, Bowie boasted a 
daily average attendance of 12,583, as com¬ 
pared to Pimlico's 12,251 and Laurel's 
11,650. In terms of percentages, Bowie 
gained 12 percentage points in attendance 
and Laurel dipped 21 points off its record- 
breaking 1954 meeting, while Pimlico 
showed no appreciable change. Bowie was 
also ahead in wagering, being the only 
Maryland track to consistently handle over 
$1 million a day. Betting was up six per cent 
over the year before, with an average daily 
handle of $1,017,495. The pressure of com¬ 
petition (with Belmont Park and Garden 
State) was reflected in Laurel's $991,160 per 
diem wagering, a decrease of 17 per cent. 
Pimlico posted an average handle of 
$936,325 for a gain of one per cent. 


■ Owner/trainer/breeder Alan T. Clarke 
overcame Jimmy Hechter's early lead to out- 
finish his rivals in the race for training hon¬ 
ors at the recent Pimlico meeting. Clarke 
saddled eight Pimlico winners to maintain a 
margin of two victories over Hechter and 
George Zateslo who deadlocked for second. 
Frank A. Bonsai, racing concurrently at 
Garden State and Pimlico, saddled five win¬ 
ners to be next closest. Ray Archer, Jim Ar¬ 
thur, Bemie Bond, Dave Emery, Claude Felt- 
ner and J.P. Jones each took four wins.

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First Impressions 
Of Saratoga 

Saratoga Springs, New York: mecca of horseracing, the oldest race 
course in the United States and certainly one of the most beautiful. To visit 
there in the height of the August season is to step back in time. 

The mammoth trees that dot the paddock provide a respite from the 
intense summer sun and pay tribute to Saratoga's ancient lineage. Num¬ 
bers tacked onto the trunks of these trees indicate your saddling 'enclosure' 
and the horse is then walked 'round and 'round the tree like Little Black 
Sambo until post time. 

The wonderfully Victorian ebullience of the grandstands speaks simi¬ 
larly of another age; one almost expects to turn the comer and come 
face-to-face with a Gibson girl complete with parasol, pompadour and 
bustle ... or with Mr. Riddle in his straw boater waiting for Man o' War. 

The pervading atmosphere is of a quieter, simpler world. Officials gra¬ 
ciously linger to answer your questions; police on Union avenue smile as 
they offer directions; total strangers laugh in empathy as your latest bet 
staggers in last. Visitors are here to enjoy themselves and Saratogians aim 
to please. 

But the modem era touches Saratoga, too. The purses are rich, accom¬ 
modations are expensive and the Thoroughbred yearlings sell at seven 
figures. A touch of excitement flutters through the crowd at the entrance of 
present-day royalty, the oil kings; it's a bit of Hollywood to stand at the bar 
next to renowned trainer Woody Stephens, to study your bets behind 
prominent horseman LeRoy Jolley, to be introduced to the intrepid jockey 
Angel Cordero . . . and to run your own horse against one trained by 
steeplechase Hall of Famer Mikey Smithwick. 

The tradition as much as the glistening horseflesh and the glittering 
people draw the faithful to this spa year after year. Slices of Hand melon 
and steaming coffee served in the grandstand while you oversee the early 
works through a fine mist of rain. A sip of the "medicinal" springs in the 



paddock; that water must be good for you. A jaunt through the elegant 
racing museum with its portraits and multi-colored silks of the famous, its 
Munnings scenes and exquisite trophies, as well as the horseshoes of 
heroes long dead but still revered. 

Then there's Saratoga polo where some of the best in the world still 
pound the Bloomfield field as they have always done: Red Armour, Al¬ 
fonso Pieres and Antonio Herrera, not to mention local devotees Peter 
Brant, Henryk de Kwiatkowski and the Bostwick brothers. And on to the 
sales pavilion in the evening where even if the fat and sassy youngsters are 
far beyond your reach, it's fun to dream. 

Food has its own fascination and Saratoga prides itself on its restaurants. 
The Wishing Well is packed with racegoers relishing the fresh vegetables 
and homemade comsticks for which this spot is well-known. At the Caunt- 
erbury, succulent flounder or pearl-pink lamb chops garnish a fantastic 
salad served family style by "Sharkey," a waitress of superb Saratoga 
verve. 

Such luxurious culinary extravaganzas with prices to match are expected 
as part of the heritage as well. But hash and eggs, toast, coffee and orange 
juice for a pittance, accompanied by the morning paper, the Racing Form 
and the owner's cheerful expression make Rose's Diner an equally popular 
treat. 

An uncle of six generations past journeyed by steamboat from Baltimore 
to New York City and then to Saratoga by train to sojourn at the Pavilion 
Hotel in Saratoga exactly 150 years to the day from the time I made this, my 
first, pilgrimage. He wrote home to my several greats-grandfather who 
lived at Verdant Valley on My Lady's Manor, August 9, 1844: 

"There is no other springs in this Country which have any pretensions to 
a comparison with this in the number of its visitors, in the extent of its 
accommodations, or in the medicinal qualities of its waters. I want to spend 
all the time I can here and I have set no limits either to my time or expenses. 

"This place is a Perfect Pandemonium, a little bit of eveything going on. 
So many Yankey [sic] devises to catch a few shillings. You would enjoy 
yourself very much here, I think. There are all sorts of people, a great many 
of them Southerners. I am enjoying myself in my own way, looking at the 
folly and ignorances of others, and in doing so, hoping not to expose my 
own." 

Saratoga has changed little in a century and a half, it would seem. We did 
enjoy ourselves. Indeed, the stay would have been our own "Perfect 
Pandemonium" if our horse, ironically owned by my uncle of this current 
generation, had just run a little faster . . . but . . . and here is the key to 
Saratoga . . . we were in such good company.

New Fans Being Sought 


Accommodations for 940 fans in a special room at Laurel may not sound like big 
news. But then you see the price tag: $2 million. And then you hear what will be 
offered: computer terminals, wide-screen television of national sporting events, reruns 
of any recent race desired by a customer, computerized data on trainers, jockeys and 
horses. 


Frank DeFrancis, Laurel's president, unveiled plans for his Sports Palace at a press 
conference early this month. To say that his presentation (and that of assistant Lynda 
O'Dea's) was well received would be an understatement. No reporter in the room had 
ever heard of anything so revolutionary in horse racing. 

What DeFrancis is attempting to achieve is the luring of sports fans (not necessarily 
racing fans) to Laurel. In his quest for new customers, he is reaching out for people 
already hooked on sports in general.

Sporting events (some available only because of Laurel's satellite dishes) will be 
shown from all over the country to sports fans who may have come to Laurel merely to 
see the television. "We will touch that fan in a way no other track has ever done," adds 
Frank. "We want him to enjoy his own sport while at Laurel. And while he's here, we'll 
introduce him to racing." 

The goal, of course, is to "widen the fan base by reaching out for new patrons." In 
the Sports Palace, DeFrancis says he will give the racing fan the benefits of today's 
technology. "An informed public is a satisfied public," he added.
